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Fleet Marine Force, Pacific

HB Fleet Marine Force, Pacific, is 
the amphibious striking force of the 
Pacific Fleet. It is an integral part of 
that fleet and is so organized, trained and 
eyuipped that it can at any time, in 
«-njunction with 
e fleet, seize 
und defend ad- 
vanced naval 
bases or engage 
in limited land 
operations 
required in the 
furtherance 
of the naval cam- 
paign. 

The Fleet Ma- 
rine Force (or 
“FMF”’, as it is 
commonly 
termed) is de- 
signed primarily 
for amphibious 
missions and is 
not organized or equipped for large-scale 
land operations without the attachment 
of additional supporting units. However, 
within its province the FMF is self-sufli- 
cient, having its own ground, air and log- 
istic supporting troops. It should be 
further pointed out that it is a “tactical” 
organization as distinguished from the 
separate Marine Garrison Forces, Pacific. 
The latter is charged with the responsi- 
bility for garrisoning the many Pacific 
naval bases and naval air facilities rang- 
ing in size from tiny Johnston Island to 
the large base at Guam. 

What, then, is the organization designed 
to accomplish this amphibious mission? 
The three major components of the Fleet 
Marine Force, Pacific, are: the veteran 
First Marine Division (Reinforced) ; Air- 
craft, Fleet Marine Force, Pacific; and 
the Service Command. The Third Marine 
Brigade, now being reorganized at Camp 
Pendleton near Oceanside, California, is 
also part of the FMF but is not as yet up 
to full strength, Altogether the Fleet Ma- 
tine Force, Pacific, totals about 20,000 
officers and enlisted men. 

Headquarters of the Fleet Marine Force, 
Pacific, is located near Pearl Harbor, in 
close proximity to the headquarters of 
the Pacific Fleet. On Oahu also are the 
headqua rters of the Service Command and 
Air, FMF, Pac., the latter based at Bwa. 
_ The First Marine Division is stationed 
in North China under command of Major 
General Samuel L. Howard. This is the 
Major ground tactical unit of the FMF. 
The main tasks of the division, those of 
disarmament and repatriation of the Jap- 
anese and of guarding the division supply 
route along the Peiping-Mukden railroad, 
have been largely completed. The First 

4rine Division (Reinforced) is under 
the administrative control of the Com- 
manding General, FMF, Pac., and under 
the military command of the Commander, 
Naval Forces, Western Pacific. 

The second major component of the 

MF is Aircraft, Fleet Marine Force, Pa- 
cile, commanded by Major General Wil-

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Lt. Gen. Turnage 
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New House Group Plans 
Action on Retirements 


Recognizing the special need for con- 
sideration of legislation concerning the 
setting up of a permanent, equitable sys- 
tem of retirements, Representative Wal- 
ter G. Andrews (R-NY) Chairman of the 
House Committee on Armed Services, this 
week rearranged his committee system so 
as to establish a permanent sub-com- 
mittee with the sole responsibility of con- 
sidering retirement legislation. 

Mr. Andrews did this by making perma- 
nent subcommittee No. 7, formerly 
charged with matters concerning Scien- 
tific Research and Development, a special 
subcommittee, and setting up a new 


permanent No. 7 to handle retirement 


bills. 
As members of the new Retirement Sub- 
committee, Mr. Andrews appointed: 


Representative Leroy Johnson (R-Calif) 
chairman, Representatives Elston of Ohio, 
Norblad of Oregon, and Van Zandt of 
Pennsylvania, Republicans; and Repre- 
sentatives Brooks of Louisiana, Durman 
of North Carolina, and Sikes of Florida, 
Democrats. 

Shortly after the establishment of the 
new Subcommittee, the Chairman, Repre- 
sentative Johnson, told the ARMY AND 
NAvy JOURNAL that it will be his objec- 
tive to take up retirement legislation as 
soon as the members of the subcommittee 
are free enough from their other work to 
attend hearings. He said that he, person- 
ally favors the principles of the bill estab- 
lishing a retirement system for the Regu- 
lar Army and for the National Guard and 
Reserve components of the Army, Navy, 
and Marine Corps. 

A sympathetic attitude toward pending 
retirement legislation is presaged by the 
presence on the subcommittee of such men 
as Representatives Sikes and Brooks, both 
of whom were leaders in the action in the 





79th Congress which led to House passage 
of the bill to give Army personnel the | 
right to retirement in their highest 
temporary ranks and which set up re- 
tirement systems for the National Guard 
and Reserves. Both of these men also |

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Reduction of Colonels Ordered | Equalized Promotions 


A further reduction in grade of colonels, 


effective 1 July, will affect 640 officers 


serving in that temporary grade. 

The reduction, the War Department 
said, will bring into line the grade dis- 
tribution among officers at the beginning 
of the fiscal year 1948 by fixing at 5,628 
the number of colonels on duty 1 July. No 
reduction in other grades is contemplated 
to effect this grade distribution. 

Of the 640 to be demoted to lieutenant 
colonel, 588 will be Regular Army officers 
and 52 non-Regular officers. This propor- 
tion was based on the overall ratio df 
Regulars to non-Regulars in the grade of 
colonel. 

There will be no reduction of colonels 
in the Medical Department or Chaplain 
Corps. These branches will have fewer 
colonels than will be authorized on the 
basis of 1 July strength. 

The War Department said that while 
there is no actual surplus of Air Corps 
colonels it was felt that it would be more 
in keeping with realignment policy to re- 
duce a number of Air Corps officers. Most 
of these officers are holding senior rank 
because of wartime responsibilities and 
superior combat records, but are relative- 
ly junior in permanent rank. 

After 1 July there will be no officer of 
the ground arms serving in the grade of 
colonel whose permanent grade is captain 
or below. 

Reduction Formula 

The formula for reduction of officers 
calls for the demotion of all Regular 
Army officers of the ground arms with 
temporary grade of colonel who on 1 July 
will hold the permanent grade of captain 
and lieutenant. This group will include 
all officers of the ground arms originally 
commissioned as second lieutenant subse- 
quent to 30 June, 1930, and in the case 
of recently integrated Regular Army offi- 
cers, those whose dates of rank as captain 
are later than 30 June 1940. 

The 43 junior Air Corps officers of the 
Regular Army holding the temporary 
grade of colonel will be demoted. 

Non-Regulars 

The non-Regular colonels to be demoted 

will include all officers of the ground arms

Officers’ Criticisms in Army and Navy Journal 
Survey of Promotion Analyzed by War Dept. 


Following a detailed study of the com- 
ments of Army officers as submitted to 
the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL in its sur- 
vey of Service opinion on the proposed 
promotion bill, the War Department this 
week released its reply to four types of 
adverse criticisms. 

In its statement the Department quotes 
the “gist” of four of the adverse com- 
ments and then gives its own explanation 
of the “overall War Department prob- 
lems and the principle involved.” The 
first two comments are paraphrased from 
those of a Major, General Staff Corps, 
and a Captain, Ordnance Department, as 
published in the ARMY AND Navy Jour- 
NAL of 29 April. The other two appear to 
be composites of several similar ones pub- 
lished in various issues of the JouRNAL. 

Comments received by the ARMY AND 
Navy JOURNAL are copied, with all per- | 





sonal identification removed, and turned 
over to members of the Senate and House 
Committees on the Armed Services for 
their information in considering the pro- 
posed bill. All names of individuals are 
kept strictly confidential and made known 
to no one other than the members of the 
ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL staff actually 
transcribing them.

| in the Armed Services called a halt to 


promotion hearings this week, and sent 
Army and Navy promotion bills back to 
the Departments with instructions to cor- 
relate them more closely. 

This action virtually killed the hopes of 
getting either promotion bill through the 
House before the Summer recess. Con- 
gressmen taking part in this action agreed 
that because of the different officer per- 
sonnel needs of each Service, the bills may 
never be fully paralleled. 

With Chairman Walter G. Andrews 
(R-N.Y.) taking the lead, the personnel 
subcommittee cancelled open hearings on 
the Navy bill which were to continue this 
week, and met twice in executive session. 
The subcommittee will meet again in ex- 
ecutive session on Monday, 5 May, but 
beyond that date no plans have been an- 
nounced. 

The personnel subcommittee agreed, in 
executive session, that the Army and Navy 
bills in their present form are too dis- 
similar to lay before the House simultane- 
ously. Although the Navy proposes a rigid 
rank structure and spells out each step in 
its promotion system, the Army bill pro- 
poses to set up a fluid rank structure to 
be fixed largely within the discretion of 
the Secretary of War. 

This same question arose early in the 
hearings on the Navy bill, when the in- 
volved and complicated Army and Navy 
bills were compared in length, (Army 79 
pages, Navy 202 pages). It was stated 
then by a Navy Department representa- 
tive that in any statutory promotion sys- 
tem bearing directly on officers’ careers, 
even administrative detail should be 
written into law, and on this point there 
was general agreement among personnel 
subcommitteemen. 

Whatever promotion plans may result 
from forthcoming efforts to reconcile dif- 
ferences between the two bills, officers of 
the Army, Navy and Marine Corps will 
continue to serve with unreasonable un- 
certainty of their immediate futures and 
with even less knowledge of where Serv- 
ice careers will lead. 

Both Departments have reported un- 
officially that many resignations are being 
received because of existing uncertainties 
regarding what will happen to temporary 
ranks, 

The following major differences between 
Army and Navy bills were discussed by 
the personnel subcommittee in executive 
session this week: 

1. Rank Structure—While the Navy pro- 
poses a rigid rank structure with forced 
elimination of officers not selected to fill 
vacancies, the Army proposes to eliminate 
only those adjudged as unfit and promote 
all other officers up to and including the 
rank of Lieutenant Colonel on the basis

Oppose Medical Consolidation 


The plan for consolidation of the Medi- 
cal Departments of the Armed Forces, 
proposed by Maj. Gen. Norman T. Kirk, 
Surgeon General of the Army, met with 
considerable opposition when the Senate 
Committee on Armed Services heard testi- 
mony 25 April from the Surgeons General 
of the Navy and the Army Air Forces. 

Both Rear Adm. Clifford A. Swanson 
(MC), USN, and Maj. Gen. Malcolm C. 
Grow, AAF Surgeon, criticized the plan 
personally sponsored by General Kirk and 
each, in turn, offered an alternate scheme 
for coordination of the Medical Services. 

As a result Senator Chan Gurney (R- 
SD), chairman of the Committee, sug- 
gested that the three Surgeons General 
each present briefs on the others’ plans 
and, in addition, try to work out a mu- 
tually agreeable organization to attain 
the objectives sought in the Kirk plan. 


In support of the general scheme of 
Service unification, Admiral Swanson 
gave as his opinion that “this bill as writ- 
ten affords the most workable method, 
and the necessary machinery whereby 
the desirable objectives can be attained.” 
Continuing, he recorded his belief that 
“the separate medical requirements of the 
Departments of the National Defense Es- 
tablishment can be effectively coordinated 
with each other through employment of 
the agencies provided for” in the bill-viz., 
the Joint Chiefs of Staff, Munitions 
Board, and the National Security Re- 
sources Board. 


Admiral Swanson suggested that the 
Surgeons General or their deputies should 
constitute the membership of the medical 
component of each of these groups, but 
that “To insure their most effective per- 
formance and their greatest adaptability 
in response to the dissimilar Arms of the 
Service, these intrinsic medical organiza- 
tions must each continue to remain close- 
ly identified with the particular command 
structure of the respective Arm with 
which it serves.” 


General Grow, voicing his personal 
ideas, stated that the plan of General 
Kirk “contains many features which I 
heartily approve’—the fostering of the 
cause of the medical profession in the 
Services and increasing of its authority ; 
making adequate provision for the care of 
the sick in time of peace; and setting 
up a method for preventing duplication 
of medical care and the procurement of 
personnel, equipment, and supplies. 

However, said General Grow, the plan 
ignores the fact that the current bill did 
not contemplate the loss to the three Ser- 
vices of their respective Medical Services ; 
that the bill under consideration has noth- 
ing in it that “would interfere with the 
excellence of the care of the sick in time 
of peace, or which would necessarily in- 
crease the cost of this care either in the 
way of money or in man power.” 

General Grow ciaimed that in addition 
to this “a single common Medical ‘Service 
for the three armed forces would have 
other drawbacks,” as follows: 

“a. Major force commanders would have no 
control over the training and state of pre- 
paredness of their supporting medical troops 
although they would be charged with the re- 
sponsibility of accomplishing their assigned 
missions, including their Medical Service, 

“b, A common Medical Service would violate 
the principie of unity of command. 

“ce. The major forces would possess no ade- 
quate backlog of medical personnel specially 
trained in their particular tactics, require- 
ments, and operational techniques. 

“d. The pooling of Air Force, Army, and 
Navy Medical Services into a Medical Com- 





mand violates the principle of decentraliza- 
tion. 

“e. Such considerations as esprit de corps, 
persona] preference, and the identification of 
the individual with the Service of his choice 
are ignored.” 





Correct Retirement Inequities 


The Navy Department submitted to 
Congress this week a bill to provide for 
overcoming inequities and to correct an 
error in existing law relative to the com- 
putation of retirement pay of certain 
officers. 

To be amended would be subsection 
8(d) of the Act of 24 July 1941 which 
applies only to officers retired for other 
than physical disability and recalled to 
active duty, and who incur physical dis- 
ability while so serving in the same rank 
held by them on the retired list. Such 
officers would be retired again because 
of the physical disability, with pay com- 
puted at 75 per cent of the active duty 
pay to which they were entitled while 
serving in the rank held on the retired 
list. 

The proposed legislation would provide 
the same benefits for officers originally 
retired for physical disability. This group 
includes a few officers of World War I 
who were retired for physical disability 
and were placed on the retired list in a 
rank lower than that in which they 
served, with retired pay based on the low- 
er rank. Although these officers were later 
advanced on the retired list to the rank 
held during World War I, their retired 
pay was not increased. According to the 
Navy Department, sme of these officers 
were placed on active duty in World War 
II in their retired rank and their active- 
duty pay was based on that rank. Such 
of those officers as incurred further phy- 
sical disability while serving in their re- 
tired rank were placed on inactive duty 
with retired pay computed “on the same 
basis as it was before their recall to ac- 
tive duty or on the basis of a lower rank.” 


Section 2 of the proposed bill would 
amend the wording of subsection 8(c) of 
the Act of 24 July 1941 so that officers 
and enlisted men retired for physical dis- 
ability and recalled to active duty, if in- 
curring additional physical disability, 
would, if serving during a war or national 
emergency in a rank higher than the one 
held on the retired list, be retired “in 
such higher rank” rather than in “the 
next higher rank” as the phrase appears 
elsewhere in the Act referred to. 

- A third provision of the proposed bill 
has to do with an omission in S. 2460 en- 
acted into law in the 79th Congress—“To 
provide additional inducements to citi- 
zens of the United States to make a career 
of the United States military or naval 
service.” According to the Navy Depart- 
ment, this bill, substituted for S. 1438, 
omitted part of section 6 of S. 1438, which 
removed the time limitation in relation to 
qualifying for physical disability retire- 
ment benefits for enlisted men retired for 
physical disability, recalled to active 
duty during the war, advanced to tem- 
porary officer rank, and then incurring 
additional physical disability. 

As a result of the omission the Navy 
Department declares that approximately 
50 temporary officers in the Regular 
Navy and Marine Corps and in the Navy 
or Marine Corps Reserves, who were 
former enlisted men, cannot meet the re- 
quirements although eligible for consider- 
ation for physical disability retirement 
under other provisions. The suggested 
amendment in the proposed bill would 


authorize such personnel to have their 
cases presented to retiring boards. 

The proposed bill would be retroactive 
to the date of the approval of the Act of 
10 Aug. 1946, and no back pay would 
accrue for any period prior to that date. 


Hurry Unification Hearings 

The Senate Committee on Armed Ser- 
vices agreed this week to cut the number 
of witnesses it will hear on unification so 
as to wind up its hearings by Friday, 9 
May, and begin executive consideration 
preparatory to drafting its recommenda- 
tions for the Senate. 

In the meanwhile the committee re- 
ceived a report it had requested from 
Maj. Gen. Lauren Norstad and Vice Adm. 
Forrest Sherman, formulators of the leg- 
islation, as to the additional cost to be 
incurred by the proposed unification. The 
figures furnished to the Committee fol- 
low:

Reimbursement for Leave 


Officers deprived of accrued leave be 
cause of their continuation on active duty 
following retirement during World War 
II would be reimbursed for unused officer 
leave, under terms of a bill submitted to 
Congress this week by the Navy Depart- 
ment. 

The legislation would apply equally to 
retired officers of the Army, Navy, Marine 
Corps, and Coast Guard. 


It would also extend to all classes of 
Naval Reserve officers transferred into 
the Regular Navy the same privilege of 
retaining leave credits as now enjoyed 
by Army officers. 

Acting Secretary Sullivan wrote the 
Committees on Armed Services of the 
need for this legislation, as follows: 

“The purpose of the proposed legislation is 
to prevent the loss of accrued leave by officers 
in the services named in the title who were 
transferred to the retired list subsequent to 
8 September 1939, but continued on active duty 
with no intervening lapse of time and, be- 
cause of the demands of the service, without 
being granted leave. It would also restore to 
officers transferred from the Reserve to the 
Regular Navy subsequent to 8 September 1939, 
under authority of any statute other than the 
Act of 18 April 1946 (Public Law 347, 79th 
Congress, Second Session), such leave as they 
were deprived of as the result of such transfer. 

“The Comptroller General ruled on 10 Octo- 
ber 1944, that officers who are retired and re- 
tained on active duty without interruption are 
not entitled to leave which accumulated prior 
to the date of their retirement, notwithstand- 
ing the fact that their assignment to active 
duty occurred immediately after retirement. 
This decision was reaffirmed by the Comp- 
troller General on 22 February, 1945, when he 
was requested to reconsider his earlier ruling. 

“By making separate provision for officers 
placed on inactive duty before 1 September 
1946, those placed on the inactive list between 
that date and the effective date of the pro- 
posed bill, and those still retained on active 
duty on the date of enactment, each category 
of officers will be treated as though he had 
never been deprived of the leave he accumu- 
lated prior to retirement, . 

“There are, therefore, in the naval service 10 
a regular status those who were transferred 
thereto from the Reserve under authority of 
laws other than the Act of 18 April 1946, and 
another group who were so transferred, but 
under the terms of the Act of 18 April 1946; 
only the latter are now entitled to the leave 
credits accumulated prior to transfer to the 
regular service. : 

“The proposed bill would remedy the in 
equitable situation which exists as between 
the two groups of naval officers, and would 
give those denied such credits equal rights 
with Army officers transferred from the Re- 
serve to the Regular Army. The Army trans 
feree has always enjoyed the privilege of re 
taining his accrued leave credits upon trans- 
fer, and the authority therefor extends back 
to the Revised Statutes. The Comptroller Get- 
eral in January of the previous year expressl¥ 
confirmed this interpretation of the law 12 its 
application to Army officers.”

The War Department this week re- 
vealed details of the long-awaited “En- 
listed Career Plan” designed to open top- 
grade positions for Army enlisted per- 
sonnel, to be effected early next year. 

The plan includes establishment of four 
warrant officer ranks, instead of the pres- 
ent two, a move which will require special 
legislation, a consolidation of the present 
Military Occupational Specialty numbers, 
of which some 1,600 now exist and which 
have been found too unwieldly in their 
present form to be practicable, and the 
establishment of competitive examina- 
tions for upper enlisted grades rather 
than promotion by commanders. 

Seven enlisted grades would be main- 
tained under the new plan, although the 
present staff sergeant and technical ser- 
geant would be replaced by sergeant first 
dass and senior sergeant. This move does 
away with the present situation of staff 
sergeants performing other than staff 
duties. 

A complicated system of chevrons has 
heen tentatively worked out, comparable 
in some ways with Navy ratings inas- 
much as individual specialties within the 
seven enlisted grades will be represented. 

Warrant Officers 

Under legislation which the War De- 
partment is now seeking four grades of 
warrant officers would be authorized, as 
follows: 

1, Chief Warrant Officer, with pay and 
allowances of an officer of the fourth pay 
period. 

2. Senior Warrant Officer, with pay and 
allowances of the third pay period. 

3. Warrant Officer Ist Class, with pay 
and allowances of the second pay period. 

4. Warrant Officer, with pay and allow- 
ances of the first pay period. 

Rating Scales 

Warrant officers and enlisted men will 
be rated on their conduct and manner of 
performance of duty. 

The War Department is at present de- 
veloping a rating scale for enlisted men. 

Every effort will be made, the War De- 
partment said, to give enlistéd personnel 
the opportunity of applying for Officer 
Candidate School. 

Promotion 

From grade seven to six promotion will 
he made by unit commanders. 

From grade six to five promotion will 
be made by unit commanders upon sue- 
cessful passing of appropriate tests. 

From grade five to four promotions will 
be made by unit commanders to fill 
vacancies upon six months service in 
grade or upon passing appropriate MOS 
test. 

From grade four to three unit com- 
manders will make promotions to fill cer- 
tain vacancies, upon 12 months service 
Mm grade, and upon passage of certain 
tests. 

From grade three to two promotions 
Will be made by Army Ground Forces 
overseas commanders, ZI armies and 
chiefs of technical and administrative 
Services for class II installations to fill 
vacancies and upon completion of cer- 
tain tests. 

From grade two to one promotions will 
be made only vy the War Department, 
and on a world-wide scale, to fill vacancies 
upon 18 months in grade and upon passing 
appropriate MOS test. 

All personnel who fall below a pre- 
scribed minimum of efficiency for a fixed 
Period of time will be automatically 
Placed before a board to show cause for 
Tetention in present grade. 


First Grade 

A service-wide competitive examination 
for promotion to pay grade one will be 
held periodically and the names of quali- 
fying candidates placed on an eligibility 
list compiled and maintained by the War 
Department, in the order of the final 
Scores attained and in such numbers as 
to meet the contemplated requirements 
for each job for the ensuing year. 

Six months after the announcement 
that all promotions will be based upon 
MOS tests, all personnel in grades one to 
three inclusive will be prepared to take 
an MOS test to determine their profici- 
eney in their respective grade and primary 

field. 
Persons with ten years of service who 
have had three years or more in present 
or higher grade and those who have been 
awarded the Medal of Honor will be ex- 
empt from this policy. 





Those who fail to pass the tests for re- 
tention of present grade will be reduced 
to the next lower grade. After six months 
in the lower grade they will again be 
given the chance to pass the required 
tests. 

The War Department states that the 
plan will enable the ambitious and quali- 
fied enlisted man to reach a position com- 
mensurate with his capabilities, and will 
provide the Army with the best qualified 
personnel in responsible positions. 

Command positions within the enlisted 
grades will be marked by the wearing of 
a green command stripe beneath the 
shoulder strap as was done by overseas 
commissioned personnel during World 
War II. 

Special insignia of rank would also be 
required for the expanded warrant officer 
grades. Under present plans this would 
consist of one, two, three and four nar- 
row bars similar to those currently worn 
by warrant officers. 

Seek Enlistment Law 

In addition the War Depaitment this 
week requested Congress to enact a bill 
to authorize original enlistments in the 
Regular Army for periods of 2, 3, 4, 5, 
or 6 years from among qualified persons 
not less than 17 years of age. Reenlist- 
ments would be for optional periods of 
3, 4, 5, or 6 years except that enlisted 
persons of the first three grades may re- 
enlist for unspecified periods of time on a 
career basis, under regulations set by the 
Secretary of War. 

Persons reenlisted for unspecified 
periods of time would, after 3 years from 
the reenlistment date, be permitted to 
resign, with certain exceptions. 

Section 10 of the Pay Readjustment Act 
would be amended to provide a bonus of 
$50 for each completed year of service in 
a reenlistment for an unspecified period 
of time. This would be in addition to the 
reenlistment allowance in section 10 of 
the Pay Readjustment Act. 





Training Pay For Reserves 

The War Department has this week 
submitted legislation to provide for in- 
active duty training pay for the ORC and 
to provide uniform standards for inactive 
duty training pay for all reserve com- 
ponents of the Armed Forces. 

Secretary Patterson stated that “The 
proposed bill is the result of a study 
which originated with War Department 
plans for the organization and training of 
the members of the Reserve Corps in 
preparation for future emergency. It was 
early decided that adequate voluntary 
reserve procurement, organization and 
training would require inducements in 
the form of inactive duty training pay.” 

An abbreviated resume of the bill fol- 
lows: 

See. 1 groups the ORC, the OR’s and 
the Enlisted RC into the ORC. 

See. 2 deletes the restriction on pay in 
37a of the National Defense Act. 

Sec. 3 amends section 14 of the Pay Re- 
adjustment Act so as to provide uniform 
standards for all Reserve components of 
the Armed Forces with respect to inac- 
tive duty training pay. Paragraph (a) 
is the same as in section 14 of the Pay 
Readjustment Act. Paragraph (b) is 
changed to make it include all Reserve 
components on full time training duty. 
It prescribes additional training or other 
duty without pay and authorizes trans- 
portation to and from such training or 
duty, with subsistence en route, at Gov- 
ernment expense, and subsistence and 
quarters in kind or commutation during 
such duty. Paragraph (c) is enlarged to 
cover inactive duty training pay for all 
Reserve components. The Head of the De- 
partment concerned would prescribe the 
maximum and minimum number of paid 
periods of instruction. Paragraph (d) is 
enlarged to cover administrative pay for 
all Reserve components. 

Section 4 of the bill amends section 55a 
of the National Defense Act, and author- 
izes the organization of the ORC into 


*three classes and delegates to the Secre- 


tary of War all matters of organization, 
training, and administration. It author- 
izes inactive duty training pay for annual 
training duty not to exceed 15 days, and 
additional training or other duty, with 
or without pay, on a voluntary basis. 

The estimated cost of the program 
would be $130,540,000 annually. 

The Bureau of the Budget has approved 
submission of the legislation “if revised 





so as to provide that pay for each drill or 
equivalent duty is based on one-thirtieth 
of a month’s base pay rather than one- 
thirtieth of base and longevity pay.” 


Extra Pay for Navy Doctors 

The Navy Department sent to Congress 
this week the draft of a bill paralleling 
that of the War Department providing for 
$100 monthly additional compensation for 
doctors with 25 per cent extra pay for 
medical and surgical specialists. 

The additional compensation would be 
paid to each officer of the Medical Corps 
now on active duty or who transfers to 
the Regular Navy or volunteers for ex- 
tended active duty during the next five 
years. 

In a letter to the Committees on Armed 
Services, Acting Secretary Sullivan ex- 
plained that the extra compensation 
would be an inducement helping to retain 
the necessary strength in the Navy Medi- 
cal Corps. The bill would also authorize 
the commissioning of civilian specialists 
in ranks up to and including Captain. 

Mr. Sullivan’s letter is quoted: 

Title I of the proposed bill would authorize 
payment of additional compensation of $100 
for each completed month of active service 
to those commissioned officers of the Medical 
Corps of the Regular Navy and of the Naval 
Reserve who are on active duty on the effec- 
tive date of the title, to those officers who 
are commissioned in the Medical Corps of the 
Regular Navy during a five year period im- 
mediately following the effective date of the 
title, and to such commissioned officers of the 
Medical Corps of the Naval Reserve as may, 
during a five year period immediately follow- 
ing the effective date of the title, volunteer 
for extended active duty for a period of one 
year or longer, The additional pay which 
would be authorized by Title I of the pro- 
posal would be limited to a total of $36,000 
for any one officer. No back pay would accrue 
by reason of enactment of Title I of the pro- 
posed legislation. 

The authorized strength of the Medical 
Corps of the Regular Navy under present law 
is 4,315 officers. However, its present actual 
strength is only 1,825 officers, and many of 
these officers have submitted their resigna- 
tions from the naval service. The Medical De- 
partment of the Navy is now able to function 
because, in addition to those Regular Navy 
doctors, 1,727 reserve medical officers are still 
on active duty. Of this group of reserve doc- 
tors, only 187 are retained on active duty by 
their own consent, The remaining 1,540 are 
graduates of the Navy’s V-12 training pro- 
gram and they will all be eligible for separa- 
tion from active naval service six months 
after the end of the present emergency. It is 
believed that few, if any, of these reserve doc- 
tors will apply for transfer to the Regular 
Navy under present conditions. Therefore, it 
is obvious that unless some effective measure 
is adopted immediately which will enable 
the Navy to retain the Regular Navy Medical 
officers it now has and to procure additional 
medical officers from both the reserves and 
from civilian physicians and surgeons, in the 
near future the Medical Department of the 
Navy will not have sufficient medical officers 
to provide adequate medical care to Navy and 
Marine Corps personnel, 

Title II of the proposed legislation would 
make a career in the Medical Corps of the 
Navy more attractive to medical and surgical 
specialists by authorizing the Surgeon Gen- 
eral of the Navy to designate an officer of the 
Medical Corps of the Regular Navy or of 
the Naval Reserve as a specialist when the 
officer has been so certified by an American 
Speciality Board recognized by the Surgeon 
General of the Navy. A medical officer des- 
ignated as a specialist would receive an in- 
crease in pay amounting to 25 per centum 
of his base and longevity pay during the 
period that he is on active duty as a special- 
ist. The specialty pay which would be author- 
ized by the proposed bill would not be in- 
cluded in computing the amount of increase 
in pay under any other provision of law or 
in computing retired pay. Any officer entitled 
to receive speciality pay who is also entitled 
to aerial flight pay wou!d not be permitted to 
receive both increases but would be required 
to elect between the two. 

As stated above, the authorized strength of 
the Medical Corps of the Regular Navy at 
present is 4,315 officers. The best available 
data indicates that approximately 30 per 
centum of this number of officers should be 
medical and surgical specialists if the Medi- 
cal Corps of the Navy is to furnish adequate 
medical care to Navy and Marine Corps per- 
sonnel, However, the actual number of spe- 
cialists now in the Medical Corps of the Regu- 
lar Navy, including prospective specialists 
doing post-graduate work, is only 115, The 
services of additional medical and surgical 
specialists were obtained during the war from 
civilian sources through the Naval Reserve. 
However, since Naval Reservests can be called 
to or retained on active duty in time of peace 
only by their own consent, the Navy must 
now obtain its specialists from the civilian 
profession by appointment to commissioned 
rank in the Medical Corps of the Regular 
Navy. 

Title III of the proposed legislation would 
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authorize the President, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Senate, to appoint 
civilian medical and surgical specialists to 
permanent commissioned grades in the Medi- 
cal Corps of the Navy with ranks up to and 
including the rank of captain. A specialist 
appointed under the authority of this title 
would be required to be certified as a special- 
ist in his particular field by an American 
Speciality Board recognized by the Advisory 
Board for Medical Specialists and by the 
Surgeon General of the Navy. Appointees 
would also be required to be citizens of the 
United States and to have other qualifications 
as the Secretary of the Navy may prescribe. 
The medical officers appointed under the pro- 
visions of this title would be carried as addi- 
tional numbers in rank but the authorized 
number of commissioned officers of the Medi- 
cal Corps of the Regular Navy would not be 
increased. 

Title III of the proposed bill would enable 
the Navy Department to obtain the needed 
specialists from the civilian profession, and 
to appoint them to a rank commensurate with 
their special qualifications and experience. 








Would Stop Mustering Out Pay 

The War Department, with the con 
currance of the Navy Department, this 
week asked Congress to repeal the -pay- 
ment of mustering-out pay for all per- 
sons entering the active service on or 
after the first day of the first month fol- 
lowing approval of the proposed act. 
Those now in the services would continue 
to be eligible. 

The Department estimated that during 
the fiscal year 1948 mustering out pay- 
ments will total $100,000,000. This in- 
debtedness, it said, can not be avoided, 
but by stopping authorizing it now 
further future indebtedness can be pre- 
vented. 


Expansion of the ROTC 


Senator Gurney (R-S. Dak.) this week 
introduced, at the request of the War 
Department, a bill designed to use the 
ROTC as “the major procurement source 
of officers for the post-war military es- 
tablishment.” 

To reinforce his request for the legis- 
lation, the Secretary of War stated: 





“An important feature of the post-war 
policies, for which no statutory authority 
presently exists, concerns the increased 


emoluments proposed for members of the 
Advanced Course, ROTC. The War Depart- 
ment regards this feature as being of vital 
importance to the future of the ROTC, since 
it appears very unlikely that the greatly in- 
creased numbers of Advanced Course students 
required can be induced to enroll on the basis 
of the present emoluments, The increase in 
emoluments proposed by this bill would pro- 
vide a daily allowance not exceeding $1.00 
plus the value of the garrison ration pre- 
scribed for the Army. At present, an allowance 
not exceeding the value of the garrison ration 
is authorized.” 

By the terms of the bill, officers and 
other personnel of the Reserves and Na- 
tional Guard could, with their permission, 
be assigned to duty with the ROTC, as 
could other officers, for administrative 
duties. 





Tours of Foreign Duty 

The War Department this week asked 
Congress to repeal the existing law which 
limits tours of duty overseas to a maxi 
mum of two years, except on the request 
of the individual, and to give the Secre- 
tary of War discretionary authority to 
set such limits, 

Secretary of War Patterson stated : 

“The effect of repeal would be to vest in 
the Secretary of War determination of an 
appropriate length of foreign service tours 
of duty commensurate with changing over- 
seas commitments and the varied climatic 
conditions of the world, and within available 
manpower and shipping resources. Repeal 
would thus contribute to stability in the 
world-wide assignment of personnel and 
would eliminate the necessity for the present 
state of temporary emergency provided for in 
the existing law. 

“Tt is the intent of the War Department to 
designate foreign service tours which will 
vary in specific areas, and particularly to 
reduce the tour in those areas where the 
health of the individual might be impaired 
by prolonged service. In this connection, it 
is pointed out that while the present law 
limits the tour at certain stations, there is 
no limit in such areas as Burope and Japan.”

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Gen. Armstrong Deputy SG 


Col. George E. Armstrong, newly-named 
Assistant Surgeon General with the rank 
of brigadier general, has a distinguished 
record of medical service. 

Born at Bedford, Indiana, 4 Aug. 1900, 
he was graduated from the University of 
Indiana with a Bachelor of Arts degree 
in 1922 and from the same university in 
1925 with a degree as Doctor of Medicine. 
He then entered military service as a 
first lieutenant in the Medical Reserve 
Corps, remaining on active duty until he 
was commissioned a first lieutenant in the 
Medical Corps, U. 8S. Army, in July, 1926. 
He has served tours of duty in Army hos- 
pitals in the United States, Hawaii, the 
Philippine Islands, and China. He has 
practiced general surgery, and was elect- 
ed to the American College of Surgeons 
in 1935. 

After completing an advanced course at 
the Medical Field Service School, Carlisle 
Barracks, Pa., in December, 1939, Colonel 
Armstrong was named assistant to Col. 
Paul R. Hawley, later Major General and 
Surgeon of the European Theater, and for 
more than a year was engaged in the 
preparation of Medical Department 
Training Manuals. 

In 1941 Colonel Armstrong attended a 
special course at the Command and Gen- 
eral Staff School, Ft. Leavenworth, Kans., 
then returned to the Medical Field Ser- 
vice School, where he became Director of 
the Department of Medical Administra- 
tion. In August 1943 he was ordered to 
the China, Burma, India Theater of Op- 
erations. There he organized a Field 
Medical School for Chinese Army Medi- 
cal officers at Kweilin, and in November 
1943 became Deputy Chief Surgeon of the 
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CBI Theater. He became Acting Chief 
Surgeon of the Theater in June 1944 and 


later the same year, when the Theater | 


was reorganized as the India-Burma and 
China Theaters, became Chief Surgeon of 
the latter. 


Gen. Ruffner Speaks 

Maj. Ger, Clark Ruffner, USA, told an 
audience in Kansas City recently that the 
way to insure peace is to be strong enough 
to put a heavy hand on any aggressor 
nation anywhere in the world. 

General Ruffner, a member of the War 
Department personnel board, was prin- 
cipal speaker at ceremonies ending a week 
of consideration of the Army and its place 
in national and international matters. He 
also presented military medals to soldiers 
for heroism and to children whose par- 
ents did not return. 

“Surely,” he said, “we shouldn’t-have 
any thinking group of people believing in 
isolationism. All anyone has to do is to 
reflect back over the last forty years dur- 
ing which this nation has been plunged 
into two world wars, each brought on by 
an aggression against the United States 
and not by our own design.” 

He recalled the failure of the League 
of Nations to keep the peace after World 
War I. 

“It failed,” he said, “because of a lack 
of adequate forces to insure that its de- 
crees were carried out. Decisions were im- 
plemented wholly by verbiage. 

“Without the United States posessing 
the great potential strength, resources, 
industrial mobilization, production and 
strong armed forces, the United Nations, 
in my opinion, is doomed to failure.” 
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Comments on Army Bill 


Following are some of the comments 
written to the ARMy AND Navy JOURNAL 
by officers of the Army on the new pro- 
motion bill proposed by the War Depart- 
ment. 

Copies of all comments and suggestions 
sent to the ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL will 
be turned over to the members of the 
Senate and House Committees on Armed 
Services in the following form. These 
copies contain no identification of the in- 
dividual officers submitting them. The 
originals will be kept strictly confidential 
in the ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL’s offices. 

Colonel, AC: “Very unjust to all reserve of- 
ficers who were commissioned as 2nd Lts. 
from 1930 to 1940, without being given credit 
for their prior active federal commissioned 
service for promotion. Some of us lose up to 
five years, active commissioned service under 
this bill. We should be given credit for our 
past commissioned service for promotion or 
the newly integrated officers and others will 
outrank us with less experience and being 
younger we may be retired for age in grade.” 

Colonel, Inf: “Delineate between the ef- 
ficient, capable officer and the one who is 
anxious only to hang on to the good old Gov- 
ernment and promote the rest by seniority 
and war record, etc.” 

Lt. Colonel, Inf: “I favor the bill as 
drafted with exceptions. Provide for equity in 
relative rank by screening those officers who 
were in the regular army prior to the integra- 
tion program in the same manner that ap- 
plicants for commission were screened. There- 
upon placing them in a new composite list 
with all newly commissioned officers as of 1 
January 1948.” 

Colonel, AC: “First promote all Lt. Colonels 
that have made their number but blocked by 
Killian. Sec. 19. should allow same age credits 
for AC Regulars appointed prior to 7 Decem- 
ber 1941. Section 12 (b) See no reason to give 
AC Brig. Generals special consideration, or 
appoint specified qualifications. Section 16 and 
23. See no reason to amend Act of 31 July 
1935.” 

Colonel, AC: “1. The new promotion bill 
does not allow officers, who were commissioned 
prior to 7 December 1941 to count their ac- 
tive commissioned service as a Reserve Officer 
for promotion. It is unfair to allow certain 
privileges to one class of officers and not to 
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another. The same privileges should be al- 
lowed to all officers commissioned in the 
Army. 

“2. The following recommendations are of. 
fered: a. Allow constructive service and ac. 
tvie commissioned service as a Reserve officer 
to count for the purpose of promotion for ajj 
officers, regardless of the date of appointment. 
b, Allow active enlisted service, active commis 
sioned service as a Reserve Officer and active 
commissioned service as a Regular Officer to 
count for purposes of retirement. c. Retire. 
ment of officers to be at highest rank which 
was held during any war providing that rank 
is higher than that held at time of retirement,” 

Captain, PC: “Integrated officers are given 
no credit toward retirement for years of ep. 
listed and warrant officer service performed 
prior to AUS appointments. Should not some 
consideration be given to total military gery. 
ice?”

Reduction in Colonels 
(Continued from First Page) 
promoted to that grade after 1 Dec. 1944, 
and the last seven Air Corps officers pro- 

moted to the grade of colonel. 

A general exception to the demotion 
order will be made in the case of those 
officers who were previously reduced in 
the postwar grade readjustment of 1946, 
None of these officers will be reduced at 
this time regardless of date of rank. The 
War Department said, however, that offi- 
cers in this category probably number no 
more than two or three. 

Notification 

Individuai officers will be notified in the 
near future of their impending demotion. 
The effective date of change in all cases 
will be 30 June, but it was said that names 
of the officers demoted will probably not 
appear in War Department Special Ord- 
ers until around the middle of July. 

Non-Regular officers who decline to ac- 
cept demotion will be relieved from active 
duty immediately, without prejudice. 

Current War Department study of re- 
quirements will govern the question of 
resumption of temporary promotions.

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Comments on Navy Bill 

The following comments on the Navy 
Department’s proposed promotion bill 
have been received by the ARMY AND 
NAVY JOURNAL. 

Copies of all comments and suggestions 
sent to the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL will 
be turned over to the members of the 
Senate and House Committees on Armed 
services in the following form. These 
copies contain no identification of the in- 
dividual officers submitting them. The 
originals will be kept strictly confidential 
in the ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL’S offices. 

Comdr. (SC)—‘“I have read the text of the 
Navy proposed bill for a peacetime promotion 
system as well as comments made by officers 
of the Navy and Marine Corps heretofore 
printed in the Journal. I was particularly in- 
terested in the comment made by ‘Lt. Col. 
USMC’ in the issue of 19 April regarding the 
lineal precedence of regular officers who had 
not been promoted ‘en bloc’ with their con- 
temporaries in permanent grade, 

“Under section 304(a) of the proposed Act 
the present temporary rank (except ‘spot’ ap- 
pointments) is the basis for the lineal list, and 
it is believed the drafters of the bill primarily 
had in mind the officers of the Regular Navy 
as it existed prior to enactment of legislation 
permitting ‘transfers’ of warrant officers and 
Naval Reserve officers to the Regular Navy, or 
in other words, the Navy as it existed on 30 
June 1942, when permanent promotion was 
suspended, Lineal precedence of officers is 
now somewhat confused, although certain 
rules contained in the Naval Reserve Act of 
1988 have been followed in determining the 
precedence of Naval Reserve officers with 
‘running mates’ in the line and staff corps. 
Primarily, these rules allow a Naval Reserve 
officer to count one-half of his service prior 
to 8 September 1939 in fixing his position with 
respect to the Regular Navy officer. 

“Now that the ‘transfer’ program is sub- 
stantially complete the officers acquired since 
30 June 1942 are divided somewhat into the 
following categories: 

“(a) Former enlisted men; 

“(b) Former warrant and 

warrant officers; 
“(e) Former Naval Reserve officers who ob- 
tained commissions before 7 December 
1941 because they wanted to serve the 
Navy in some capacity; 

“(d) Former Naval Reserve officers who ob- 
tained commissions after 7 December 
141. 

“The officers in categories (a) and (d) have 
not been prejudiced in the assignment of 
‘running mates’ and in the determination of 
their lineal precedence. However, as section 
304(a) is now drawn, the officers in categories 
(b) and (c) are on exactly the same footing 
despite their former service; that is, the for- 
mer warrant and commissioned warrant officer 
becomes an Ensign or above with date of rank 
as of the date of appointment to temporary 
grade during the war, and the reserve officer 
with years of service finds himself with the 
same date of rank in his present temporary 
grade with the officer appointed after war be- 
gan. 

“It seems unjust that the former warrant 
officer with several years service should be on 
the same footing as the young college boy 
who obtained his commission after war 
started. There is no substitute for experience, 
and the more experienced officers should have 
rank and precedence commensurate with that 
experience. 

“Prior to World War II there were few Na-

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Navy Promotion Bill 


OLLOWING is a continuation from 

last week’s ARMY AND Navy Journar 

of the text of the Navy Department’s pro- 

posed “Navy and Marine Corps Officers’ 
Promotion Act of 1947.” 

Title I, published in THE ARMy anp 
Navy JOURNAL of 15 March, treated of 
the permanent provisions relating to offi- 
cers of the Line. Title II, published 22 
March, covered the permanent provisions 
relating to officers of the Staff Corps. 

Title III (published in subsequent is- 
sues) treated of the terminable proyi- 
sions of temporary rank relating to all 
officers of the Navy on active duty, 

Following begins publication of Title 
IV, containing miscellaneous provisions: 

Assignment of Officers to Special Duty 

Sec. 401. (a) Officers of the line of the Navy 
not below the grade of ensign may, upon ap- 
plication, and with the approval of the Secre- 
tary of the Navy, be assigned to special duty 
only, including but not restricted to the per- 
formance of specialized duties in the fields of 
communications, law, naval intelligence, pho- 
tography, public information, psychology, 
and hydrography. 

(b) The total number of officers assigned to 
special duty only shall not exceed, at any one 
time a number equal to 2-5/10 per centum of 
the total number of officers holding per- 
manent appointments on the active list of the 
line of the Regular Navy at that time, 

(c) Officers assigned to special duty only 
shall be additional numbers in grade. They 
shal] perform sea or shore duty appropriate 
to their special qualifications but shall not 
succeed to command except on shore and 
then only as authorized by the Secretary 
of the Navy. 

(d) Officers assigned to special duty only 
shall be described and known as officers des- 
ignated for specia] duty, 
eASSIGNMENT OF OFFICERS TO ENGI- 

NEERING DUTY 

Sec, 402. (a) The first paragraph under the 
heading “Officers for Engineering Duty” of 
the Act of August 29, 1916 (39 Stat. 580), as 
amended by the Acts of May 11, 1928 (45 Stat. 
498), and June 25, 1940 (54 Stat. 528), is 
hereby further amended to read as follows: 

“Officers of the line of the Navy not below 
the grade of ensign may, upon application, 
and with the approval of the Secretary of the 
Navy, be assigned to engineering duty only. 
Officers so assigned shall be additional num- 
bers in grade. They shall perform sea or shore 
duty in the Navy, appropriate to their spe- 
cial qualification but shall not succeed to 
command except on shore and then only as 
authorized by the Secretary of the Navy.”

Sec. 403. (a) Officers of the line of the Navy, 
including officers heretofore assigned to en- 
gineering duty only, not below the grade of 
ensign, may, upon application, and with the 
approval of the Secretary of the Navy, be 
assigned to aeronautical engineering duty 
only. 

(b) The total number of officers assigned to

(c) Officers assigned to aeronautical engi- 
neering duty only shall be additional num- 
bers in grade.

ASSIGNMENT OF OFFICERS TO LIMITED 
DUTY 

Sec. 404. (a) The President is authorized to 
permanently appoint in the Regular Navy, in 
commissioned grades not above the grade of 
commander; commissioned warrant officers; 
warrant officers; chief petty officers; and 
petty officers, first class, of the Regular Navy, 
for the performance of limited duty only in 
the technical fields indicated by their war- 
rants or ratings. Such appointments shall be 
effected by and with the advice and consent 
of the Senate. 

(b) The appointment of such officers in the 
Staff Corps of the Regular Navy is hereby 
limited to such appointments in the Medical 
Corps, Supply Corps, and Civil Engineer 
Corps, 

(c) The eligibility of commissioned warrant 
officers ; warrant officers; chief petty officers; 
and petty officers, first class, for appointment 
pursuant to the authority of subsection (a) of 
this section shall be determined in accordance 
with rules to be prescribed by the Secretary 
of the Navy, but no person shall be eligible 
for such appointment until he shall have com- 
pleted ten years of active service in the Navy. 

(d) The provisions of subsections (a) and 
(c) of this section shall be applicable in like 
manner and with like effect, except as may 
be necessary to adapt the same thereto, to the 
Regular Marine Corps. 

(e) The total number of officers on the ac- 
tive list of the line of the Regular Navy ap- 
pointed for limited duty only shall not ex- 
ceed, in any year, a number equal to 6-22/100 
per centum of the total number of officers 
holding permanent appointments on the ac- 
tive list of the line, exclusive of officers desig- 
nated for engineering duty, aeronautical engi- 
neering duty, and special duty, of the Regular 
Navy in that year. 

(f) The number of officers on the active list 
of the staff corps concerned appointed for 
limited duty only shall not in any year exceed 
the following proportions of the authorized 
number of officers appointed for limited duty 
only of the active list of the line in that 
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year: In the Medical Corps, 12 per centum; 
in the Supply Corps, 12 per centum; in the 
Civil Engineer Corps, 4 per centum. 

(g) The total number of officers on the ac- 
tive list of the Marine Corps appointed for 
limited duty only shal] not exceed, in any 
year, a number equa! to 6-22/100 per centum 
of the total number of officers holding perma- 
nent appointments on the active list, exclu- 
sive of officers designated for supply duty, 
of the Marine Corps in that year. 

(h) For two years after the date of approval 
of this Act, the President may make original 
appointments, pursuant to the provisions of 
the preceding, subsections of this section, in 
the grade of commander or any lower grade, 
in accordance with the needs of the service as 
determined by him, but not to exceed in any 
grade the authorized number for that grade. 
No person shall be eligible for original ap- 
pointment in a grade above ensign except 
he shall have completed service in the Navy 
as follows: For commander, twenty-eight 





years; for liewtenant commander, twenty- 
two years; for lieutenant, sixteen years; for 
lieutenant (junior grade), thirteen years. 
Commissioned warrant officers; warrant of- 
ficers; chief petty officers; and petty officers, 
first class, of the Regular Navy, who are 
otherwise eligible, shall be eligible for such 
appointment, notwithstanding that they may 
be serving in commissioned grades by virtue 
of temporary appointment therein, but no 
such person shal] be so appointed in a higher 
grade or with a higher lineal rank in grade 
than the grade and lineal rank in grade held 
by him by virtue of his temporary appoint- 
ment. Officers originally appointed pursuant 
to this subsection to grades above lieutenant 
(junior grade) shall. be carried as excess in 
grade until the next subsequent annual com- 
putation shal] be made to determine the au- 
thorized numbers of line officers designated 
for limited duty in the various grades. 

(i) Upon the termination of subsection (h) 
of this section all original appointments ef- 
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fected pursuant to the authority of subsec- 
tion (a) of this section shall be in the grade 
of ensign. 

(j) No officer appointed for limited duty 
only shall suffer any reduction in pay and 
allowances to which he was entitled at the 
time of such appointment by virtue of his 
permanent status. 

(k) The provisions of subsection (h), (i), 
and (j) of this section are hereby made ap- 
plicable in like manner and with like ef- 
fect, except as may be necessary to adapt the 
same thereto, to the Regular Marine Corps. 

(1) Any officer appointed in the line of the 
Navy for limited duty only, may, upon ap- 
plication, and upon determination by the 
Secretary of the Navy, in accordance with 
rules to be prescribed by him, that such offi-

EESTABLISHMENT of the permanent rank of commodore in the Navy, as pro- 
posed in the House Committee on Armed Services, not only would untangle the 
problem of relative ranks between the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, but also would 
afford an opportunity to bring the pay of that grade, and the corresponding grade of 
brigadier general in the Army and Marine Carps, more into line with the rest of 
the pay scale. Under present conditions, when a captain in the Navy or a colonel 
in the Army or Marine Corps, wins selection to flag or general officer grade—the 
greatest single stride in prestige and responsibility—little or no increase in pay ac- 
companies the promotion. Brigadier generals and rear admirals (lower half) draw 
the same pay and allowances as Navy captains and Army colonels, and even lieutenant 
colonels, of more than 30 years’ service. Captains and colonels of less than 30 years’ 
service very nearly attain the pay rates of their next senior flag and general officers. 
A larger increase in pay comes with elevation to major general or rear admiral 
(upper half). Thus Navy captains and Army colonels and lieutenant colonels of 
more than 30 years’ service draw $6,600 a year base pay and longevity. When selected 
for rear admiral or brigadier general they continue to draw the same pay, but when 
promoted to rear admiral (upper half) or major general they jump to $8,800. The 
proposal now before the House Committee on Armed Services, as drafted by the Navy 
Department at the behest of the committee, would set up the rank of commodore to 
correspond with the Army and Marine Corps rank of brigadier general and establish 
a new base pay for these grades of $7,700 annually. Under the proposal all rear ad- 
mirals would rank with and get the same pay as major generals. The new rate was 
selected as being half the difference between the pay of a colonel or Navy captain 
and that of a major general or present rear admiral (upper half). This increase 
should have been made years ago. We urge the committee to incorporate it in 
permanent law. 


pe tener ernamipageniel of a permanent subcommittee to consider retirement legisla- 
tion shows a recognition by Chairman Walter G. Andrews (R-NY) and members 
of the House Committee on Armed Services of the importance of this vital subject. 
It opens the way for early hearings, already promised by Representative Leroy John- 
son (R-Calif.), Chairman of the new subcommittee, on the bills to authorize Army 
retirements in temporary war grades similar to the system granted to the Sea Serv- 
ices more than a year ago. Also to be considered are the proposals to set up retire- 
ment systems for the National Guard and Reserve Components of all the Armed 
Services. Unfortunately, the Senate Committee has thus far shown no disposition 
to take up the problem, although the old Military Affairs Committee reported it out 
in the 79th Congress and then permitted it to die when Senators Johnson (D-Colo.) 
and Hill (D-Ala.) objected on the floor. Senator Maybank (D-Ga.), who worked 
sedulously for its enactment last year has reintroduced the bill in this session and 
is endeavoring to secure action on it, but the Senate Committee has been devoting 
virtually all its time to the Unification bill after which it plans to take up a large 
number of less important and uncontroversial measures, so that it would appear 
there is little chance for action at this session unless a very special effort is made to 
push the bill. The effect on service morale is so great that we appeal to the members, 
to give the proposal prompt attention. Personnel of the Navy, Marine Corps, and Coast 
Guard are being retired in their higher temporary war ranks, while officers and en- 
listed men of the Army, unless physically disabled, are forced to retire in their 
lower permanent ranks, with correspondingly lower pay. The example of extreme 
hardship in this matter is that of the former career enlisted man whose knowledge 
and experience won him a commission. Many of these men served throughout the 
war in ranks as high as colonel. Yet under present conditions, unless they can prove 
a disability incurred during commissioned service, they have nothing to look forward 
to except retirement as a master sergeant. The bill as sponsored originally by the 
War Department and as passed by the House and reported favorably by the Senate 
committee in the 79th Congress, would have authorized retention of temporary rank 
by all these men when they pass to the retired list. The present bill, however, would 
allow them to regain their war rank, and pay, only after a total of thirty years’ 
service, so that if they retire on 20 to 29 years’ service they must do so in their en- 
listed grades and wait until they complete 30 years, active and retired, before re- 
turning to the rank they earned in the war. The committees should correct this 
phase of the bill and hasten the entire matter to enactment. The hearings held last 
year show the pressing need, while the passing of time emphasizes the injustices.

Navy to Preserve Light Planes 


The Navy will begin “canning” more 
than 2,000 surplus carrier and trainer air- 
craft in June under a long-term storage 
program designed to preserve the planes 
in a near fly-away condition for periods 
up to five years. 

The “canning” process, which involves 
sealing the complete planes, with wings 
folded, in metal containers constructed 
from 10-foot panels of corrugated steel, 
is considered more satisfactory for all- 
weather storage of small aircraft than 
“cocoons” of sprayed plastic. 

Both processes involve controlling the 
relative humidity of air within the stor- 
age area, but the “cocoons” are not com- 
pletely satisfactory in areas subject to 
seasonal windstorms. In addition, the 
rigid containers can be used more than 
once and provide space for storage of 
aeronautical equipment along with the 
planes. 

Of the more than 4,000 aircraft now in 
interim storage in the Navy, 2,020 late- 
model planes valued at more than 
$150,000,000 will go into cans, and the re- 
mainder will gradually be absorbed as re- 
placements for aircraft in service. 

The planes will be preserved at six 
bases scattered throughout the country, 
largest of which will be at the Naval Air 
Station, Pensacola, where 700 planes will 
be placed in the metal cells. Jacksonville 
and San Diego will each get 400 aircraft; 
Norfolk and Alameda 250 each, and 20 
will be stored at the Naval Air Material 
Center, Philadelphia. 

In full-scale tests of the “can” system, 
carried out at the Naval Air Station, Nor- 
folk, Va., 50 carrier-type planes were 
stored in 21 separate metal units ranging 
from single cells to rows of 10 joined end 
to end. 


Model Planes in Speed Tests 


Model airplanes, which reach trans- 
sonic speeds when dropped from a mother 
plane, are being used at the Naval Air 
Experimental Station, Philadelphia, Pa., 
to provide information on aerodynamic 
characteristics of aircraft flying near the 
speed of sound. 

The wooden models, four-tenths of full 
size, are exact aerodynamical replicas of 
Navy F8F Bearcat fighters. They are 
carried aloft on the bomb rack of a PB- 
1W, Navy-owned B-17, and released in a 
free dive at a high altitude. Each model 
has no propulsive unit, but has 500 pounds 
of lead in the nose, and attains its speed 
solely by diving. 

Automatic controls within the model 
pull it out of its dive at speeds in excess 
of 600 miles an hour, and parachute it 
down for recovery and re-use. The control 
equipment is located in the aft portion 
of the model, and is pre-set for a desired 
flight plan. It consists primarily of gyro 
scopic mechanisms and electric servo-mo- 
tors which actuate the control surfaces. 

By means of radio telemetering equip 
ment in the forward section, the unique 
experimental models transmit informa- 
tion to ground receiving stations during 
their plummeting and pull-out. Radar 
tracking shows the trajectory, and auto- 
matic radio-transmission permits evalua- 
tion of behavior in the air. 

The Philadelphia “drop-test” technique 
makes possible the testing of aircraft 
models at trans-sonic speeds without the 
correction of data which is necessary in 
wind-tunnel testing, due to the “blocking” 
effects produced in the tunnel] at such 
speeds. 








New Bomber Base Planned

Foreign Affairs—While Secretary of State Marshall was reporting to the Ameri- 
can people this week on his mission to Moscow, the House of Representatives was 
moving to make difficult the implementation of the foreign policy announced by the 
administration. While the President askéd $350,000,C00 for foreign relief the House 
grauted only $200,000,000, which it regarded as sufficient for the needs of certain 
European countries until their crops are harvested; and further to prevent com- 
munistic credit for the relief or its diversion for communistic purposes amendments 
to the bill were made under which only Americans screened by the FBI should have 
charge of distributing the supplies. Moreover the relief was limited to Greece, Hun- 
gary, Austria, and China, and there was also a prohibition of its grant to any country 
paying reparations to Russia, which applies to Hungary. The President’s proposal 
for military aid to Greece and Turkey, which was favorably reported by the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee, has been held up by the Rules Committee which had been 
asked to report a rule for its consideration. The rule the committee will give will be 
so comprehensive that prolonged discussion will be held and amendments adopted 
which will impose restrictions upon the aid so as to limit embarrassment in our rela- 
tions with other countries. Admittedly what is being done to relief and aid show a 
purpose on the part of Congress to apply a policy of strict economy in our foreign 
relations. The Senate promises to be more considerate of the President’s policies and 
in conference a compromise between the two Houses is certain, Meanwhile the Presi- 
dent and General Marshall will have to take into consideration the attitude displayed 
by the House and this may prevent the execution of the comprehensive program 
inherent in the new Truman policy. 

Secretary Marshall was reserved in his report to the people but he made no 
concealment of his view that the responsibility for conference failure is Russia’s. His 
Republican foreign-policy adviser, John Foster Dulles, was less restrained in his 
unofficial comments, saying with a good deal of bluntness that Russia wishes to control 
Germany, through a centralized government with its seat in Soviet-dominated Berlin, 
through a single party subject to Communist domination, and through a single trades 
union, likewise under control of Berlin in the Soviet zone; that Russia equally wishes 
to control Austria through the “German assets” identification of almost everything 
in Austria worth owning, whereby Austria would be bankrupt and subject to total 
foreign domination. There is also the conclusion that, far from desiring agreement 
on the western Europe issues, it is to Russia’s interest to block agreement at this time 
in the hope that America will thereby be disposed to quit the European theater alto- 

‘ gether, leaving Purope to itself, which means to Russia; this is the consideration 
which chiefly whets the American determination to remain in western Europe, 
strengthening Britain and France and the lesser powers in a bond which will itself 
seek to avert the demoralization of central Europe and the automatic, if non-military, 
expansionism of Soviet Russia. The question posed by the Stalin “optimism” is 
therefore, which side is going to “exhaust itself in dispute and then recognize the 
need of compromise.” Secretary Marshall’s implication is that it is not the United 
States. 

President Truman’s executive order of 26 April, directing the Secretary of the 
Navy to transfer to China without cost an unstated number of surplus ships and 
floating drydocks under certain conditions, is actually permissive rather than direc- 
tive. It is understood to have been sent down not for the purpose of moving either 
vessels or U. S. naval training personnel out immediately, but rather to clear the path 
for doing so when and if the Secretary of State indicates a desire to have it done. 
It is in effect granting to the diplomatic and naval branches of government in combina- 
tion the means of carrying out Public Law 512 which was passed on 16 July 1946 
but never put to work, merely because there was no immediate need for it. Under that 
act for five years to come the United States may assist the Republic of China to 
augment and maintain its naval establishment by bestowing on it ships and floating 
drydocks which the Secretary of the Navy certifies as surplus, with a limited com- 
plement of naval personnel and technical advisers. The limits are clearly set at 100 
officers and 200 enlisted men, and “not over 271 vessels,” with all our battleships, 
carriers, cruisers, destroyers and submarines barred from transfer, so that only 
destroyer-escorts and smaller vessels plus landing ships and craft are involved. It 
will be remembered that we sent China a number of small vessels under Lend-Lease, 
which have to be accounted for; it is possible that the new executive implemeutation 
of P. L. 512 may be used merely to extend until 1951 the time when these same small 
vessels may be used by China. As to the 100 officers and 200 enlisted men, the law 
referred to prohibits their use save for training, maneuvers, and cruises. For the 
ships already supplied China under Lend-Lease we supplied no American personnel 
whatever save for training; the Chinese crews were actually trained at Miami, and 
they themselves manned the little flotilla which went across the Pacific last summer. 
One may point to the diplomatic convenience of the executive-order issued in advance. 
It clears the way for action at will, so that the State Department may listen to Chinese 
requests and know in advance what can and cannot be granted, thereby averting the 
need for prolonged negotiations at an inconvenient time. The arrangement is com- 
parable to that under which Congress is asked to approve executive authority for 
doing certain things in the event of emergency; with this authority on the statute 
books, emergency needs can be met promptly when they actually come into existence. 

The May Day order from the Soviet Ministry of Armed Forces, accompanying 
the usual 1 May parades in Moscow, reminded the Russian public that the armed 
forces must be kept in a state of preparedness, of which the coming summer maneuvers 
will give some evidence. The military program was linked with the five-year economic 
program through which Moscow aims at a large increase in iron, steel, oil and grain 
production and a great variety of finished goods: the order of the day stressed the 
military phase. 


Precedence of New Ensigns—With the first integration of NROTC graduates of 
the Holloway Plan into the Regular Navy, the Navy will institute a new method of 
assigning relative precedence among newly-commissioned Ensigns. Consistent with 
their standings in each of the 52 NROTC classes, Holloway Plan Ensigns will be as- 
signed precedence by lot with graduates of the Naval Academy. 

The general plan for this procedure was outlined for the House subcommittee 
on personnel in the Armed Services recently during promotion hearings. The assign- 
ing of precedence by lot rather than by the relative scholastic standing of each of the 
eolleges with a NROTC course is desirable in order that the Navy need not be put 
in the position of classing one college ahead of another, Rear Adm. Thomas L. Sprague, 


USN, declared. 





The Navy will assign relative precedence among number one men in each class 
by putting all 53 names in a hat and drawing them out, one by one. The same procedure 
will be followed in determining the seniority of the second 53 officers, and so on, ex- 
cept that due consideration will be given for marking systems, and relative class 
standing—rather than actual class standing. Under this principle, the man standing 
50th in a class of 100 will be regarded in the same group as the man standing 75th 
in a class of 150, and, correspondingly, the anchor men in each class will be considered 
together. 


Army Reserve—General Jacob L. Devers, commanding general of the Army Ground 
Forces, speaking at the convention of Oklahoma Department, Reserve Officers Asso- 
ciation, at Oklahoma City, 26 April, said that there has been a steady decrease in 
the number of Reserve officer applicants for extended active duty who meet the neces- 
sary requirements. 

“Although we have recalled 3,671 Reserve officers to extended active duty between 
1 May 1946 and 1 April 1947,” General Devers said, “we are able to secure only 78 
in February and 538 in March, who possessed the required qualifications for return 
to active duty.” 

Maj. Gen. Edward S. Bres, Executive for Reserve and ROTC Affairs, War De- 
partment Special Staff, addressing the Reserve Officers Association Convention at 
Oklahoma City, Okla., 26 April, said: 

“Because the impact of any future war will be immediate, it is imperative that 
we maintain ourselves in a state of readiness which will permit the use of our in- 
dustrial capacity and manpower with a minimum of effort and maximum of force 
against any aggressor.” 

General Devers announced 26 April the activation of over 70 new Officer Reserve 
Training Corps units at 46 universities and colleges throughout the United States 
effective 1 July. 


Adjutant General’s Department—Graduation exercises for the first post-war 
class of The Adjutant General’s School were held last Thursday at Carlisle Bar- 
racks. Maj. Gen. Edward F. Witsell, The Adjutant General, delivered the commence- 
ment day address. Brig. Gen. Williston B. Palmer, post commandant, and Col. Lathrop 
B. Clapham, AGD, commanding officer of the school, also spoke to the group which 
included 14 officers of the Chinese Army and 9 from the Army of the new Philippine 
republic. General Witsell was accompanied to the ceremonies by Brig. Gen. Eustace 
M. Peixotto, AGD, Assistant the Adjutant General for Management, and Col. Robert 
S. Nourse, AGD, chief of the Adjutant General’s Department Branch in Washington. 

Lt. Col. Otto Johnson, AGD, assigned_to the Adjutant General’s Office in Wash- 
ington for the last six years, has been transferred to the Detachment of Patients 
at Walter Reed General Hospital.

Army Nurse Corps—All Army nurses who have had service in Europe since 
before V-E Day will leave the European Command for the United States within the 
next few weeks, according to information received from the Office of the Chief Sur- 
geon, Headquarters, European Command, 

Nurses who have seen uninterrupted European service since before the end of 


the war have been placed in a special category, and are now being redeployed. A 
total of 271 nurses were in this category on 1 Jan. 1947. Some of these have already 
been returned to the U. S., and about 60 were returned by air last week. The re 


mainder will leave during May. 
The only nurses remaining in the EC,-who served in Europe during wartime, 
are those who have returned to Europe from the U. 8S. for a second tour of duty. 
Replacements for the returning nurses have already begun to arrive in the 
Command, and by 12 May a full complement of nurse replacements is anticipated.

National Guard—A one-week refresher course for National Guard officers starting 
11 May at the Infantry School, Fort Benning, Ga., the Armored School, Fort Knox, 
Ky., and the Artillery School, Fort Sill, Ckla., was announced 29 April by General 
Jacob L. Devers, commanding general of the Army Ground Forces. 

The courses will outline the new organization of divisions, doctrine and tactics 
of divisional units, and the use of new weapons. 

Approximately 125 officers, including commanders or representatives of the 21 


National Guard regimental combat teams, regimental commanders of the 25 Infantry 
divisions and their operations officers, will attend the course to be given at the Infantry 
School. About 15 armored officers, including combat command commanders and their 


operations officers from the 49th Armored Division of Texas and the 50th Armored 
Division of New Jersey, will attend the course at the Armored School. About 55 
Artillery officers, including corps artillery commanders and artillery commanders of 
the 27 National Guard divisions, will go to the Artillery School. In addition, one 
Regular Army Infantry National Guard instructor and one Regular Army Artillery 
National Guard instructor from each state and one Regular Army Antiaircraft AT 


tillery instructor, from those states supporting AAA type of units, are being aut horized 
to attend courses at the appropriate schools. 

Wyoming, the third state to present all of its ground units of the National Guard 
for federal recognition, will be the first state to have all of its ground and air units 


accorded that honor. Thirteen of the 16 ground units allotted to Wyoming have been 
recognized, and inspection reports on the other three are now being processed in the 
National Guard Bureau. Air units recognized are the 187th Fighter Syuadron, | tility 
Flight of the 187th Fighter Squadron, Detachment B of the 240th Air Service Group 
(Fighter) and 187th Weather Station.

Temporary Navy Commissions—Because authority for original temporary ®- 
pointment of repatriates will expire if legislation now before Congress is enact 
into law, the Navy has directed a check of the records of all repatriate enlisted men 
who may be eligible for appointment to warrant or commissioned rank and who have 
not been previously considered. _ 

Since no enlisted personnel who were advanced to PO1 subsequent to 16 Feb. 
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1945 have been considered for temporary appointment to warrant or commissioned 
rank, recommendations are not desired in the case of enlisted repatriates whose ret- 
roactive date of advancement to PO1 is after that date. Requests for reconsideration 
of repatriates who have been previously considered by the Bureau of Naval Personnel 
are not desired. 

Repatriates who have already received an original temporary appointment to 
warrant or commissioned rank and who are eligible for further retroactive promotion 
have been so advised by individual instructions issued concurrently with original 
appointments.

Congress. In the last Congress, although 
the House passed the legislation and the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee re- 
ported it out, the bill died in the Senate 
because of objections interposed by Sena- 
tor Johnson of Colorado, and Senator Hill 

of Alabama. 
The outlook for the retirement legisla- 
tion in the Senate this session is not so 











good. The Senate Committee on Armed 
Services has been seriously engaged in 
considering the Unification Bill, which it 
is now hurrying to reach the floor before 


the end of this session. After that is out 
of the way, the committee will take up a 
large number of less important, but un- 
controversial bills, and then it hopes to 
get down to the consideration of promo- 
tion legislation. No definite plans have 
been made when, if at all, it will take up 
the retirement bills. 

At any rate, with the Navy already 
operating under a law permitting retire- 
ments of all personnel in ranks, and with 
comparable pay, temporarily held during 
the war, there will be a strong effort to 
force consideration of legislation giving 
the Army the same privileges. 





Revision of Medical Departments 

Responding to the suggestion of sub- 
committee 9 of the House Committee on 
Armed Services before which hearings on 
H.R. 1361 and H.R. 1982 were held in re- 
cent weeks, the War and Navy Depart- 
ments this week presented a unified bill, 
H.R. 3215, which provides for the revision 
of the Medical Departments of the Army 
and Navy. The sub-committee went over 
the bill immediately, approved it with 
minor changes, and voted to report it to 
the full committee. 

H.R. 1361, which provided for the estab- 
lishing of a Medical Service Corps in the 
Medical Department of the Regular Army 
is embodied in the new legislation with 
the following changes: two provisos in 
section 103 of the new bill (section 3 of 
the old bill) are as follows: 


Provided, That appointments from sources 


other than the Regular Army or its active 
Reserve shall be made from persons who ure 
graduates from reeognized schools of phar 
macy or other schools or colleges with de 
grees in sciences allied to medicine or such 
other degrees as may be approved by the 
Surgeon General: Provided further, That per 
sons holding doctorate degrees in sciences 
allied to medicine approved by the Surgeon 
General at time of appointment in the Medical 
Service Corps, Regular Army, may be credited 
at time of such appointment with an amount 
of service equal to three years, for the pur

The following sentence in section 7(a) 
of the old bill is omitted from section 
107 (a) of the new bill: 


“The functions of the Medical Service Corps 


created by this Act shall include the dutirs 
and functions heretofore prescribed for the 
Pharmacy Corps and the Medical Adminis 


trative Corps.” 

By the new bill, a Navy Medical 
Service Corps would be set up in 
the Navy as would be a_ Hospital 
Corps. The Service Corps would have 
the same constituent sections as in 
the Medical Service Corps of the Army. 
The strength of this corps would be 4 per 
cent of the authorized strength of the Hos- 
pital Corps, its officers to be in the grades 
of ensign to captain, inclusive. These olli- 
cers would be staff officers. Appointments 
in this corps would be in the grade of en- 
sign from among commissioned warrant 
officers or warrant officers of the Hospital 
Corps and from other qualified persons. 
Appointees from outside the Regular 
Navy would have to be graduates of 
recognized schools of pharmacy or of 
other institutions granting degrees in 
sciences allied to medicine. 

Persons holding a doctorate degree 
would be appointed in the grade of lieu- 
tenant (jg). 

The age limits for appointees would be 
21 to 32. 

Officers in this Corps would have no 
command authority in the line or staff of 
the Navy. 

Appointment as warrant officers in this 
Corps is provided for as follows: 

“The President may hereafter appoint 4S 
many warrant officers’ Hospital Corps, as may 
be deemed necessary from the ratings 0! 
chief hospital corpsman and hospital corps- 
man, first class: Provided That no perse! 
shall be appointed pursuant hereto until he 
shall have established his mental, moral, phy- 
sical, and professional qualifications to te 
satisfaction of the Secretary of the Nav)

now in the Hospital Corps of the United 
States Navy or hereafter appointed there!

Major, CE: “I can see no good reason why 
officers to which Sec. 19a is applicable cannot 
count their entire commissioned active Fed- 
eral service for the purpose of permanent pro- 
motion.” 

Colonel, Hon. Res: “I favor the bill as 
drafted. Enlisted personnel who retire after 
20 years’ active service who served as officers 
shall be retired in highest grade, provided they 
serve not less than 20 days’ active duty each 
year. Efficiency index not less than 4. Other- 
wise retired in enlisted grade.” 

Colonel, CE: “Too much selection. Forced 
attrition of experienced Engineer Colonels 
would be foolhardy. Selection out is O.Ix., but 
selection up will harm the Army !” 

Captain, AC: “Suggeest Title II be revised. 
Why should Naval Enlisted Personnel be 
granted privileges not permitted Army per- 
sonnel for the past year? Are we to be penal- 
ized for working hard for promotions? Isn’t it 
‘American’ that anyone may reach the top? 
In civilian life men are not ‘demoted’ when 
ready for retirement.” 

Lt. Colonel, AC : “I favor the bill as drafted. 
Revise retirement clause to permit Regular 
Army Enlisted and warrant personnel to re- 
tire at or after 20 years in highest wartime 
rank with retired pay of that grade.” 

Lt. Colonel, CAC: “I favor the bill as 
drafted. Suggest that Board of Officers not be 
told that an officer has failed to pass previous 
selection, (officer will not thus have 2% 
strikes).” 

Major, Inf: “1. Officers should be credited 
with all active continuous commissioned serv- 
ice. 2. The 555 Reserve officers appointed in 
1942 are not given parity with integrated of- 
ficers as constructive service is not given.” 

Major, CE: “I favor the bill as drafted. An 
excellent bill. Should materially improve the 
morale and efficiency of our officers.” 

Major, Cav: “Section 10b states that years 
service includes all service creditable for 
promotion purposes. All officers who came into 
the regular army under Law No. 281 on serv- 
ice only will lose credit for all active duty or 
service before 7 December 1941. In my case 
1 will lose credit for 22 months of service, all 
excellent. Are young officers to be penalized 
by losing such service?” 

Ist Lieutenant, AC: “Sec. 19 (a) Bill does 
not give officers commissioned in RA (like 
myself) between 31 December, 1942 and De- 
cember 1945 credit for previous commissioned 
service since 7 December 1941.” 

Lt. Colonel, SigC: “I favor the bill as 
drafted except: Lt. Colonels who have com- 
pleted 29 years’ commissioned service should 
be promoted to Colonel without regard to 
vacancy. According to the Bill they will most 
likely be retired when they complete thirty 
years anyway. It seems to me that they have 
earned a colonelcy, after 29 years of faithful 
service. The only officers affected would be 
those in the World War I ‘hump.’ ” 

Lt. Colonel, Inf: “Temporary grades ac- 
quired are being completely ignored in the re- 
tabulation of permanent standing which seems 
to be based solely on vintage. I favor a re- 
shuffling of the permanent list with some con- 
sideration for wartime achievement (similar 
4 consideration being given General officer 
ist).” 

Capt., Inf: “The bill as it now stands would 
force a lot of officers out of service who pos- 
Sess needed technical and other specialties and 
knowledge who have run a-foul of some unit 
commanders. This would tend to staff an 
apple polishing Army.” 

Ist Lt., CMP: “I favor the bill as drafted 
except: Constructive’service for recently or 
about to become integrated RA officers should 
be amended to include service as warrant of- 
ficers, Warrant officers were considered as 
officers during the war, why not now?” 

Lt. Col., FA: “The bill should be clarified 
to unquestionably allow constructive credit 
as used for integration to apply toward re- 
tirement pay for involuntary retirement after 
the three-year probationary period. Three 
‘pass-overs’ would make the forced attrition 
feature less harsh. Otherwise, the bill in gen- 
eral sounds very good.” 

Maj., CAC: “For the security of an Army 
career, I have given up a larger salary and 
15 years of seniority in a national organ- 
ization, as a newly integrated officer. Had I 
known of this bill when offered my commis- 
sion, I would not be in service today. Allows 
for politics.” 

Capt., FA: “Selection lowers morale and 
esprit de corps for it does not eliminate unfit 
officers, but eliminates those officers who have 
hot played politics. Many fine Naval and 
Marine officers were passed over.” 

Capt., Inf: “An outstanding officer, junior 
to yourself, may cause your consideration pre- 
analy terminating in ultimate elimina- 

on.” 

Maj., Cav: “So far as I can see no adequate 
Provision is made for promotion of members 
of the ORC. Many officers of long service and 
extensive training were not promoted or failed 
of automatic promotion by one or two-tenths 
of a point due to the illiberality of senior 
officers. Thus they remain junior to many AUS 
direct appointments after short service.” 

— Col., MC: “I oppose the bill as drafted

BEGISLATION proposed to the Con- 

gress by the Coast Guard would cor- 
rect a defect in the language of the In- 
land Rules of the Road, and would re- 
quire adherence to the Inland Rules, 
rather than the Western River rules, in 
the New Orleans Harbor area. 

HR 3086 supplies wording, now miss- 
ing from the Inland Rules, which would 
require a tug pushing a tow to show two 
white tow lights, the same as a tug tow- 
ing alongside. The new language reads as 
follows: 

“A steam vessel, when towing another ves- 
sel or vessels alongside or by pushing ahead 
shall, in addition to the side lights, carry 
two bright white lights in a vertical line, one 
over the other, not less than three feet apart, 
and when towing one or more vessels astern, 
regardless of the length of the tow, shall carry 
an additional bright white light three feet 
above or below such lights.” 

The bill also proposes that the rules 
of the road in force in the lower Missis- 
sippi River be the Inland Rules. The In- 
land Rules would be effective as far north 
as the Huey P. Long Bridge, about 100 
miles from the mouth of the river. 

This would place several Army and 
Navy installations, including the Naval 
station at Algiers Point, within the area 
in which the Inland Rules are effective. 
It would also place all connecting points 
on the Intracoastal Waterway under the 
Inland Rules, which are already in force 
throughout the Waterway itself. 

Another measure, HR 3087, would com- 
pletely revise the Western Rivers rules. Of 
interest in the revised set of rules are a 
new three-blast “Attention” signal, and 
a rule granting a tug with tow the right- 
of-way over a vessel crossing from right 
or left. 

It is reasoned that a tug heading down- 





ence and individual favoritism more than by 
actual merit.” 

1st Lt., AC: “It is the opinion of the under- 
signed that all commissioned service under 
the age of 21 should be counted towards de- 
termination of service credit for promotion 
purposes and determination of position on 
promotion lists. A's the bill stands, unjustified 
hardship and discrimination is caused all new 
regular officers who were commissioned prior 
to their 2ist birthday. This will apply espe- 
cially to Air Corps officers, since those under 
21 bore a large share of the past war's re- 
sponsibilities.” 

Col., FA: “Vigorous use of ‘B’ Boards and 
temporary rank (when necessary) would ac- 
complish objectives without introducing poli- 
tics inherent in this bill.” 

Col., FA: “I favor the bill as drafted in 
the main. Provision should be inserted in the 
bill to limit the maximum rank that can be 
given by the War Department in ‘direct com- 
missions.’ This is one of the sorest spots re- 
maining after this war. The WD ‘picked up 
off the streets’ men and gave them commis- 
sions even up to and including General Officer 
ranks. This bill overlooked the tried, true 
and faithful among civilian component offi- 
cers. The policy has hurt the Medical De- 
partment in particular and has much to do 
with the refusal of the large number of war 
medics who refuse to accept medical reserve 
commissions, If an advanced rank is needed, 
it should be an ‘assimilated’ rank, not a mili- 
tary commission. This applied to other 
branches than medica] where the faithful have 
found themselves outranked by someone 
picked up off the street at the last moment 
and given a rank higher than those who were 
faithful and worked in the peace years.” 

Capt.: “I favor the bill as drafted. The 
bill provides a good long-term promotion plan 
and is characterized by clear logical think- 
ing. 

“T have noted the objections to the bill that 
have been expressed and printed in The Army 
and Navy Journal, It is immediately evident 
that, in the great majority of cases the ob- 
jectors fall into two groups: 

“1. Those officers who either haven’t com- 
pletely read the bill or who don't understand 
it. 

“2. Those sub-standard officers who can 
foresee the ax for themselves and are desper- 
ately trying to sabotage the most progres- 
sive piece of promotion legislation the Army 
ever had.”

The Coast Guard, in HR 3132, has pro- 
posed that ocean weather stations now 
operating under administrative authority 
be permanently authorized by law.

“That in order to provide adequate air nav- 
igation, meteorological communications, and 
search and rescue facilities for safe, regular, 
and economic air services such regions of the 
ocean as are regularly traversed by com- 
mercial or military aircraft of the United 
States, the Coast Guard is authorized to op- 
erate and maintain such ocean weather sta- 
tions as may be necessary or desirable to 
serve the needs of the armed forces and of 
the commerce of the United States, or to ful- 
fill the international obligations of the United 
States.”

8. Determination of Vacancies — The 
Navy proposes to determine the number 
of billets in each grade by applying its 
percentage distribution to the actual ac- 
tive list. The Army, in applying its per- 
centage distribution to the authorized 
strength of 50,000 male officers, proposes 
te permanently authorize almost 4,000 
Colonelcies and almost 3,000 Lieutenant 
Colonelcies, etc. 

4. Equality of Opportunity — Cflicers 
entering the Army and the Navy on the 
same date will not reach successively 
higher grades after comparable periods 
of service. The Navy’s rate being some- 
what faster than the Army’s. 

5. Percentage of Distribution—The per 
centages proposed for correspon ling 
grades in each Service bear no relation to 
each other. 

6. General officer grades — The Army 
proposes that .75 per cent of the author- 
ized officer strength be General oflicers, 
and the Navy proposes that .75 per cent 
of the active strength be flag officers. The 
Army proposes that of the General] officer 
strength, 15 per cent be Lieutenant Gen- 
erals and above, but that four-star Gen 
erals shall not exceed one fourth of the 
15 per cent. The Navy has no such provi- 
sion in its bill. 

7. Brigadier and Major Generals—The 
Army proposes that except for those serv- 
ing in higher grades, half of its General 
officers be Major Generals and half Brig- 
adier Generals. The Navy proposes con- 
tinuation of Rear Admirals of the upper 
half and lower half in equal number, or 
Commodores and Rear Admirals in equal 
aumber. The Marine Corps, although hav 
ing originally proposed two-thirds Brig- 
adier Generals and one-third Major Cen- 
erals, now proposes equal numbers in each 
grade. 

8. Ceiling on Rank—The subcom mittee 
wants each Service to agree on whether 
the Chief of Staff of the Army, the Chief 
of Naval Operations, and the Chief of

Financial Digest 

In the face of Warnings of an Adminis- 
tration veto, the Senate this week by a 59 
to 35 vote refused to split into four mea- 
sures its over-all bill to curb labor ex- 
cesses. 

Legislation which would outlaw most 
of the $5 billion to $6 billion impending 
portal pay claims was agreed upon 2 
April by a Senate-House conference com 
mittee, The bill, a compromise versior. of 
measures passed by the Senate and House, 
will if approved by both houses be the first 
new labor law to be completed by the 80th 
Congress. 

The latest summary of general business 
and financial conditions in the United 
States prepared by the Board of Gover- 
nors of the Federal Reserve System and 
based upon statistics for March and the 
first half of April shows that industrial 
output and factory employment were un- 
changed in March. Value of retail trade 
continued to show little change, after l- 
lowing for holiday buying. The general 
level of wholesale commodity prices de- 
clined slightly in the first three weeks of 
April, following increases in February 
and the early part of March. 

The Board’s seasonally adjusted index 
of industrial production in March was at 
a level of 189 per cent of the 1935-39 aver- 
age for the third consecutive month. 

Activity in the iron and steel industries 
advanced in March after a slight decline 
in February. Steel mill operations aver- 
aged per cent of capacity in March and 
they have been maintained at about this 
rate during most of April. Activity in 
the machinery and transportation equip- 
ment industries also showed a slight gain 
in March. 

Total nonagricultural employment of 
about 42,500,000 persons was seven per 
cent higher than the level a year ago. The 
number of persons unemployed showed a 
slight seasonal decline in March to 2,330,- 
000. 

Freight carloadings rose in March ow- 
ing mainly to increased shipments of 
grain and miscellaneous freight. Ship- 
ments of coal dropped sharply at the be- 
ginning of April and then recovered to the 
March rate during the week ending 1!) 
April.

The S. S. America and the S. S. Ameri- 
can Leader of the U. 8S. Lines, the 8. 8. 
Santa Rosa of the Grace Lines, and the 
S. S. Mormacwave of the Moore-Mc- 
Cormick Lines have already received 
pennants, The S. S. President Polk, built 
in 1940 by the American President Line 
for round-the-world service, received her 
Pennant from Commo. Robert G. Tobin, 
USN, Port Director of New York Harbor. 

The Maritime Commission has _re- 
quested bids for construction of five com- 


bination passenger-cargo vessels’ for 
round-the-world service. 
The Commission explained that the 


principal need now is for passenger and 
combination passenger-cargo vessels, and 
with the receipt of an application for con- 
struction aid on ships of this type, it was 
decided to call for bids on the P-2 type 
at this time rather than for the C-3,;cargo 
vessels, 

Under the present contemplated con- 
struction program, provision has also 
been made for construction of three pas- 
senger vessels for possible use in the 
Mediterranean run. 

The Commission has requested bids for

Fleet Marine Force Pacific 
(Continued from First Page) 
liam J. Wallace, USMC. This Headquar- 
ters exercises administrative control over 
all Marine air units in the Pacific. Mili- 
tary command of these units is vested in 
Commander, Air Force, Pacific Fleet, with 
the exception of one transport unit which 
is under the military command of the 
Commanding General, FMF, Pacific, for 
the purpose of expediting the rotation of 
aviation and Garrison Force personnel, 
The largest tactical element of Air, FMF. 
Pac., is the First Marine Aircraft Wing 
which is stationed in China as part of the 

First Marine Division (Reinforced). 
Service Command, Fleet Marine Force, 
Pacific, commanded by Brigadier Genera! 
Hl. D. Linscott, furnishes logistic support 
to all Marine units in the Pacific, includ- 
ing the Marine Garrison Forces. It is re- 
sponsible for the planning and = super- 
vision of supply of all materials to both 
sround and air elements of the FMF ex- 
cept aviation technical supplies which are 
furnished by Com Air Pac. Service Com- 
mand arranges all surface and air trans- 
portation fer non-tactical movements of 
personnel and supplies for the FMF. It is 


comprised of Service Regiments, Bat- 
talions, and Depots located on Oahu, 


Guam and in China. 

Since the war’s end the activities of the 
Fleet Marine Force, Pacific, have, in ad- 
dition to duties in China and Japan, con- 
sisted mainly of demobilization of per- 
sonnel, roll-up of units and redistribution 
and disposal of serviceable and surplus 
property. Over 150,000 officers and en- 
listed personnel have been transferred to 
the United States for discharge since Sep- 
tember of 1945. Four Marine divisions 
have been deactivated and one returned 
to the United States for duty (the See- 
ond Marine Division from occupation 
duties in Japan). In addition, administra- 
tive control of many FMF detachments, 
including units on such bases as Okinawa, 
Peleliu, Kwajalein, ete., was transferred 
to the Marine Garrison Forces. 

Service Command, whose responsibility 
includes the redistribution and storage of 
usable material and the disposal of sur- 
plus property as well as the supply of the 
Pacific Marine units, has shipped nearly 
80,000 measurement tons of serviceable 
property to mainland depots for storage. 
It has declared surplus property with a 
book value of over $54,000,000 to other 
government agencies for disposal, of 
which about $36,000,000 worth has been 
sold. Guarding and maintaining the re- 
mainder is one of the continuing tasks of 
the Service Command. 

Future plans, if approved, call for a 
Meet Marine Force, Pacific, consisting 
of a reinforced Marine division; a rein- 
forced Marine brigade; Aircraft, FMF, 
Pacific, and Service Command elements. 
These units will be stationed in the Pa- 
cific and on the West Coast of the United 
States. Present indications are that head- 
quarters will remain in Hawaii. 

Now that demobilization has been com- 
pleted and occupational requirements re- 
duced, the Fleet Marine Force, Pacific, 
will be able to turn its attention to its 
main peacetime function: the training of 
Marines in the lessons learned in the past 
war and, above all, the development of 
techniques and doctrine to cope with new 
weapons and equipment to be used in the 
future.

Football and other major sports at the 
two academies may gather the headlines, 
but there are plenty of top-flight men tak- 
ing part in those off-trail athletic pursuits 
which interest only the participants. 

As an example, consider Lt. Col. Robert 
C. Sears, who spent more than a year 
undergoing the roughest sort of treat- 
ment in a German POW camp, and who 
is now serving in the Tactical Depart- 
ment at the United States Military Acade- 
my.

Col. Sears was captain of the Army gym 
team in 1939 when he won eight inter- 
collegiate titles, a phenomenal record un- 
approached by any Cadet in the West 
Point history of the sport. 

In the AAU-Championship, Sears placed 
in every event, winning the horizontal bar 
and all-around championships and follow- 
ing through with runner-up positions in 
free calisthenics, long horse and on the 
parallel bars. He completed his amazing 
display of versatility by garnering third 
places on both the side horse and flying 
rings. 

By virtue of his showing in this meet, 
Colonel Sears declared himself a strong 
contender for a place on the Olympic 
team. He defeated several national cham- 
pions and former Olympic performers, as 
well as the leading contenders for the 
United States Olympic Gym squad in this 
meeting.

Army Kills Horse Program 
The death knell of horse Cavalry and

General Board Study 


Admiral John H, Towers, USN, has 
been named chairman of the Navy Gen- 
eral Board “with the assigned mission of 
making a thorough study and evaluation 
of the naval establishment to determine 
where it can be further curtailed without 
dangerously impairing the efficiency of 
our operating forces,” Secretary Forrestal 
revealed this week. 

Speaking 29 April before the U. 8. 
Chamber of Commerce in Washington, 
Mr. Forrestal said that the laying up and 
maintenance of useful portions of the 
Navy’s vast industrial plant requires “the 
sharpest kind of economy throughout the 
rest of the establishment.” 

Secretary Forrestal valued the Navy’s 
assets ashore at about $8,500,000,000, and 
said the fleet represents a capital outlay 
of about $18,000,000,000, 


Detail of Officers 


The normal tour of duty for Army offi- 
cers (including Army Air Forces) in an 
Arm or Service other than that in which 
commissioned will be three years, effec- 
tive 1 Jan, 1948, 

Upon completion of such a tour officers 
will revert to their basic branch, Officers 
now detailed in other Arms or Services 
who complete three or more years of such 
duty on 1 Jan. 1948 will be subject to 
relief therefrom and return to their basic 
branch.

val Reserve officers, even though there was 
considerable acceleration in appointments 
after war began in Burope in 1939. Of this 
number there were some who were affiliated 
with the Organized Naval Reserve for several 
years, and they attended drills and training 
duty in order to prepate themselves to serve 
the Navy in event of war. Others attended 
very few, if any drills or training duty, and 
were almost as inexperienced as the officers 
who received commissions and orders to active 
duty simultaneously after war began. It was 
a fact, however, that the reserve officers who 
held commissions before the war started were 
no better off from the standpoint of prece- 
dence and rank than the newly commissioned 
officers: in many cases they saw their civilian 
contemporaries given at least one grade high- 
er than they themselves held. The present 
Navy now has officers from all these cate- 
gories and the proposed law will perpetuate 
the injustices now existing. 

“If you find any merit in the suggestion I 
would appreciate your bringing to attention 
of the Congress the following proviso to be 
added at the end of the proposed section 
304(a): 

“‘And provided further, That any officer 

who accepted a permanent appointment in 

the Line or Staff Corps of the Navy sub- 
sequent to 30 June 1942, shall have his 
lineal position established in accordance 
with laws in effect on the date of accept- 
ance of appointment, except that full time 
credit shall be allowed for active service as 

a warrant or commissioned warrant officer 

and for commissioned service in the Organ- 

ized Naval Reserve, but no officer shall 
thereby become entitled to promotion to 
higher grade except as provided in this 

Act’.”

of the studies upon which the proposed legis- 
lation is based have been covered in detail 
during this period. 

“A study of comments on the proposed pro- 
motion system, however, indicates that some 
opinion is being formed without an adequate 
understanding of the basic problems and prin- 
ciples involved. For example a great deal of 
the comment opposing the proposed promotion 
bill relates to the manner in which grade and 
seniority were established for integrated offi- 
cers. Actually such comment is not properly 
directed towards the proposed promotion legis- 
lation but rather towards an existing law— 
namely PL 281 the integration law. 

“The following discussion lists the gist of 
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several of the adverse comments received and. 


attempts to explain both the overall War De- 
partment problems and the principle involved. 

«<«Omcer’s Comment—TI oppose the bill as 
drafted for the following reasons : \ 

“*(a) No recognition is given for active fed- 
eral commissioned service performed as a Re- 
serve officer prior to T December 1941. 

“*(b) The number of officers who have such 
service is relatively small, and 

“ *(c) Since the number is small it is believed 
only fair that service be counted.’ 


“War Department Comment—(a) It is not 
correct that no recognition is given federal 
commissioned service performed as a Reserve 
Officer prior to 7 Dec. 1941. Such service is 
credited for pay purposes and for eligibility 
for voluntary retirement. 

“(b) The number of Regular officers who 
have prior federal commissioned service as Re- 
serve officers and who would be advanced is 
by no means small. Of the 23,905 Regular Army 
officers as of 31 January 1947 2,837 would ad- 
vance. Of these 1,266 are ground officers, 
1,571 are air officers, 1,451 are preintegration 
officers, and 1,386 are integrated officers. It 
is reasonable to assume that a proportionate 
number of officers yet to be integrated in 1947 
would be similarly affected. 

“(c) Although 2,837 gain, 13,273 would lose 
in seniority by the proposed action. A shift- 
ing of relative seniority would occur among 
officers appointed in the Regular Army as far 
back as 1923, and the seniority carefully and 
systematically built up in the Regular Army 
Officer Corps since that time would be dras- 
tically revised. Hence, it immediately becomes 
apparent that the element of fairness must be 
considered in more than one light. 


“Officer’s Comment—TI oppose the bill as 
drafted for the following reasons: 

“*(a) I feel that the requirement for years 
of service to establish eligibility for promotion 
to the grades of captain, major and Keutenant 
colonel respectively is inconsistent with the 
already established policy of integrating off- 
cers in the Regular Army using age, not years 
of service, as a basis for determining perma- 
nent grade. 

“<(b) The bill appears to me to emphasize 
age rather than merit as the factor governing 
the rate at which an individual can make 
progress. The reverse should be true.’ 


“War Department Comment—(a) This point 
as well as the previous one involves two sep- 
arate and distinct problems. First the expan- 
sion of the Regular Army under Public Laws 
281 and 670 (integration laws), and second 
the prmotion system as proposed in the ‘Offi- 
cer Personnel Act of 1947.’ Although this dis- 
cussion is aimed at clarifying the reasoning 
behind the ‘Officer Personnel Act of 1947.’ 

“Rather than explaining the fundamental 
concepts of Public Law 281, there is neverthe- 
less such a great tendency to confuse the two 
that clarification seems in order. Public Law 
291 (and as amended by PL 670) was directed 
at expanding the Regular Army from approxi- 
mately 15,000 to 50,000 officers, and in so 
doing to absorb the best of the war proven 
personnel available. To accomplish the latter 
it was necessary to effect at least the major 
part of the expansion over a relatively short 
period of time which has since been determined 
as the calendar years 1946 and 1947. Up until 
this time seniority in the Regular Army was 
dependent entirely upon length of Regular 
commissioned service and officers upon ap- 
pointment in the Regular Army went to the 
foot of their respective lists. This criteria 
could not be followed, however, in the expan- 
sion of the Regular Officers Corps for the fol- 
lowing reasons: (1) If the expansion were ac- 
complished by appointing officers at the foot 
of their lists (i.e. in the first year service 
group) a prohibitive hump would have been 
formed, in fact to the extent that some 23,000 
officers would have been in this year service 
group while the remaining 12,000 officers 
would have made up the remaining 34 year 
service groups. (2) Prohibitive age blocks 
would have been formed since integrated offi- 
cers up to 48 years of age would have been 
junior to men as young as 21 years of age. 
These men, regardless of their ability, would 
never have had the opportunity to advance 
into the higher grades because of their sub- 
merged position. (3) The career opportuni- 
ties that would have been available to inte 
grated officers would have been so limited, so 
financially unattractive and so embarrassing 
to these officers that they could not have 
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afforded nor would they have been willing to 
forego their equity in civilian occupation for 
a career in the Regular Army, 

“It has been suggested that the promotion 
list position of integrated officers should have 
been based entirely on their length of federal 
commissioned service. In the majority of 
cases, however, this would still have left the 
integrated officer hopelessly submerged behind 
the preintegration regular, and the reasons 
outlined above would have been applicable al- 
most to the same extent. 

“It is obvious then that to expand the regu- 
lar army and in so doing absorb the best of 
the wartime reserve officers it was necessary to 
appoint them in the Regular Army in such 
grades and with such seniority that would in- 
sure (1) That they assume grades consistent 
with their preintegration contemporaries, (2) 
That they were not subordinate to men many 
years younger whose length of commissioned 


, service may have been greater but whose 


maturity knowledge, judgment, and ability 
was mdst ‘probably not as well developed, 
and ‘(3) To’dnsure these officers an equitable 
opportunity to compete for the top jobs and 
grades of their newly chosen profession. 

“To accomplish this complicated objective 
it was necessary to establish procedures that 
were based on the average officer affected 
rather than the exceptions. Examination 
showed that the average preintegration officer 
had been 24-7/12 years old at the time of his 
appointment in the regular army. Conse- 
quently a base age of 25 years was chosen and 
each officer integrated was given the grade 
and seniority he would have had, had he actu- 
ally been appointed in the Regular Army at 
age 25. A second provision was also included 
to permit those officers who were under 25 
years of age on 7 December 1947 to count their 
war time service for promotion purposes. 

“To get back to the original point in ques- 
tion, it is believed obvious that the integra- 
tion laws were aimed at establishing an 
equitable and logical policy for expanding the 
Regular Officer Corps over a short period of 
time and in no way established personnel 
management policies for routine application. 
PL 281 under which current integration is 
being made was written in its present form 
as a result of the experiences of World War 
I integration and to avoid the errors made in 
that integration. It is of the greatest import, 
however, to understand the objectives of the 
legislation in question. Public Law 281 was 
a limited period expansion law and not a pro- 
motion law. The proposed ‘Officer Personnel 
Act of 1947’ is a promotion law designed to 
operate for an established officer corps over an 
indefinite period of time. 

“(b) To say that the proposed promotion 
bill recognizes age rather than merit is not 
correct. Whereas, PL 281 recognized age, the 
proposed promotion bill recognizes seniority 
and merit. In promotion to and including 
Lieutenant Colonel the bill provides generally 
for promotion in order of seniority except 
where an individual’s merit does not warrant 
his normal advancement in grade. In such 
cases he would be separated to make room for 
men below him who do have the ability. For 
promotion to Colonel and General officer the 
proposed legislation requires the selection up 
of the best qualified officers. However, here 
too, seniority will be given every considera- 
tion in order to insure an adequate flow of 
promotion through these grades. 

“Officer’s comment—‘(a) The most vicious 
section of the bill is that the promotion boards 
can consider only those officers whose names 
are submitted by the Secretary of War. 

“<(b) The bill promises a brighter future 
and faster promotion to the young officers. 
Also the bill requires forced elimination at 
all levels. This spells heartbreak and disgrace 
to many good young officers who will be passed 
over twice and kicked out.’ 

“War Department Comment—(a) It is true 
that the Secretary of War will provide se- 
lection boards with lists of those officers who 
will be considered for promotion, However, 
the proposed law requires that every officer 
below the grade to which the promotion is 
to be made and who is on the same promotion 
list and senior to the junior officer to be con- 
sidered must also be listed for consideration 
by the selection board. The only exception 
to this pertains to those officers who have 
been passed over twice but who by virtue of 
being within two years of qualifying for re- 
tirement under the provisions of Section 16 
of the act are being retained on active duty. 

“(b) The proposed bill does not require 
forced elimination at all levels. The only 
forced attrition required is in the grades of 
Lieutenant Colonel and above, Based on the 
best planning data available at this time there 
will be no forced attrition in the grade of 
Lieutenant Colonel until about 1970, except- 
ing of course those officers found not qual- 
ified for promotin to colonel. The bill per- 
mits but does not require a limited amount 
of forced elimination in grades below Lieu- 
tenant Colonel in the discretion of the Secre- 
tary of War. Authority is retained to over- 
flow grades below colonel as a result of the 
operation of the promotion schedule and only 
when a prohibitive excess in a particular 
grade results from the operation of the pro- 
motion schedules would there be any neces- 
sity or purpose in forcibly eliminating qual- 
ified officers. Hence, the sole purpose of this 
provision is to permit some control over 
the years service distribution of officers, there- 





by preventing the Army from having at any 
time a dangerously high number of officers 
in the older age brackets or younger age 
brackets. 

“Officer’s Comment—TI oppose the bill as 
drafted for the following reasons : 

“<«(a) The Army has operated very well in 
the past with a seniority promotion system. I 
can see no reason to believe that the efficiency 
of the Army will in any way be enhanced by 
establishing a promotion system employing 
selection. 

“<«(b) Promotion by selection requires a 
standard of comparison. No such standard has 
been developed for the career comparison of 
Regular Army officers.’ 

“War Department Comment—(a) While it 
is true that, on the whole, the Regular Army 
Officer Corps has acquitted itself extremely 
well under the seniority system of promotion, 
this is by no means conclusive that each in- 
dividual officer has been properly effective in 
the conduct of his duties, The selective pro- 
visions of the proposed bill are designed to 
insure that the top jobs in the Army (i.e., those 
held by Colonels and Generals) are filled by 
those officers best qualified to hold them, and 
further to insure that officers promoted to 
grades below colonel are properly qualified and 
have the ability to hold the grade to which ad- 
vanced, No other major military organiza- 
tion in the world has a promotion system 
based purely on seniority, nor is promotion 
by seniority employed in any successful in- 
dustrial enterprise, For an officer to be wedded 
to a certain relative seniority, established at 
the time of his original appointment by virtue 
of scholastic record, competitive examination 
or other arbitrary criteria, for his entire 
career and regardless of his duty performance 
is unfair to the officer and manifestly to the 
disadvantage of the government, 

“(b) It is true that criteria for selection 
are far from ideal at this time and detailed 
studies for their improvement are in progress. 
However, War Department records on indi- 
vidual officers are not as incomplete as many 
officers apparently believe, Using the efficiency 
reports, officer qualification cards, record of 
awards and decorations, letters of commen- 
dation and reprimand, records of disciplin- 
ary action, schools attended and temporary 
grade attained, a reasonably complete picture 
of an individual officer’s ability and atten- 
tion to duty can be obtained, The greater the 
length of an officer's service the more com- 
plete this picture becomes, It will be no 
great task for selection boards to determine 
those officers who have consistently been at 
the bottom of their group or those who have 
always been at the top. The proposed pro- 
motion bill concentrates on selection out in 
promotion to the grades below and including 
lieutenant colonel and selection up in pro- 
motion to and above the grade of colonel. 
Sufficient data is available to carry out this 
objective. 


“Officer’s Comment—‘I oppose the bill as 
drafted for the following reasons: 

“<(a) It is poorly drawn by a board of very 
junior officers with no real peacetime experi- 
ence.’ 

“War Department Comment—(a) The com- 
mittee which drew up the promotion plan and 
the implementing legislation was composed 
of the following officers: 

“Brig. Gen, John E, Dahlquist—commis- 
sioned a 2nd Lt, of Infantry 26 Oct. 1917. 
Originally a Reserve Officer. 

“Col. Francis A. Macon, jr.—commissioned 
a 2nd Lt, of Infantry 20 Apr. 1917, Transferred 
to AGD 11 July 1936, West Point graduate. 

“Col. William L, Mitchell—commissioned 
a 2nd Lt. of Infantry 2 July 1920. West Point 
graduate. ’ 

“Col, A. F. McAnsh—commissioned Capt. 27 
Aug, 1946. Entered Regular Army under pro- 
visions of PL-281. Previously commissioned 
in the National Guard on 6 May 1931. 

“Col. John M, Hutchison—commissioned a 
2nd Lt, of Cavalry 12 June 1934, Transferred 
to Air Corps 29 Jan, 1936. West Point grad- 
uate. 

“Col. Frederick H, Miller, jr.—commissioned

Ground Training for New Officers 


In a new move to provide the experi- 
ence needed for a well-rounded military 
career, the War Department has ordered 
that officers newly commissioned in the 
Regular Army in certain services must 
be detailed to one of the ground arms for 
their first two years of service, at least 
one year of the detail to be in a rifle 
company or comparable unit. 

The new order will be placed in effect 
1 June. It does not apply, however, to ofli- 
cers appointed under the current inte- 





gration program. Specific training at 
ground schools is to be provided. 

The order applies to those commis- 
sioned in the Corps of Military Police, 
Chemical Corps, Ordnance Department, 
Transportation Corps, Quartermaster 
Corps, and Finance Department. 





Officer Procurement Policy 

The War Department has planned a 
long-range officer procurement program 
designed to fill vacancies in the officer 
corps over a ten-year period. 

War Department Circular 101 combines 
instruction for the procurement of officers 
for the Army of the United States and 
to provide uniform methods and proced- 
ures for selection of personnel for appoint- 
ment in the National Guard, direct ap- 
pointment in the Officers Reserve Corps, 
appointment in the Officers Reserve Corps 
through attendance at officer candidate 
schools, and appointment in the Regular 
Army. 

The War Department plans to meet its 
procurement objectives for the Regular 
Army throughout this period through the 
annual input from U. 8. Military Acad- 
emy, through ROTC honor graduates, and 
through competitive tours. Procurement 
from the Military Academy is around 500 
a year. It is planned to obtain at least 
that number, possibly more, from among 
honor graduates, and probably three times 
the figure from competitive tours. 

The competitive tour replaces, and is 
Similar to, the Thomason Act program 
which was conducted before the war. 
Twice a year competitive tours of active 
duty will be conducted for qualified Re- 
serve oflicers for the purpose of providing 
opportunity for appointment to the Reg- 
ular Army. As planned, the competitive 
tour will be 12 months in duration and 
will fall within a total two-year tour of 
active duty. 

Vacancies for the appointment of honor 
ROTC graduates are no longer limited. 
Every qualified honor graduate will be 
appointed to the Regular Army beginning 
this year. 

Reserve commissions will be open to 
graduates of the Senior Division of the 
ROTC. 

Commissions in either the Officers Re- 
serve Corps or the National Guard will 
be available to ex-enlisted men of the 
first three grades and warrant officers 
who served during the war. 

Commissions in the National Guard or 
Officers Reserve Corps may be obtained 
by all qualified enlisted personnel and 
warrant officers of the Regular Army, 
National Guard and Organized Reserve 
Corps, and civilians without previous mili- 
tary training who qualify and successfully 
complete an OCS course. 

Direct appointments to commissioned 
grade in the Reserve components will be 
awarded to professionally and technically 
trained personnel who meet certain eligi- 
bility requirements and are recommended 
by examining boards. 

Any person receiving a commission in 
the Reserve component as outlined above, 
if qualified physically and by age for ap- 
pointment in the Regular Army, is eli- 
gible for the competitive tour. 





Next RA Integration Set 

The names of approximately 8,000 suc- 
cessful candidates for commissions under 
the Second Regular Army Integratiou 
Program will be announced about 29 May. 

This second 1947 increment will be made 
up of about 5,000 officers of the Air Corps, 
1,000 officers of the ground combat arms, 
and 2,000 technical and administrative 
officers. 

In the case of Air and Ground, these 
numbers represent about half the remall 
ing requirements under the integration 
program. The Technjcal and Administra 
tive Services will get about one-third of 
their remaining requirements in this i 
crement, the shortage being due largely 
to the lack of candidates for commissions 
in the Medical Department. 

The May increment will bring to sli é 
ly more than 20,000 the number of officer* 
integrated into the Regular Army sine 
the first increment of June 1946, whe? 
9,800 were nominated for Regular Army 
commissions. About 950 officers were 2¢ 
cepted later in 1946. The first incre ment 
of the 1947 program, in January, run 
bered over 1,800. 
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
